Farming is no longer a major industry 
in Andover, but take a few minutes out to 
view how it was at the Andover Historical 
Soceity’s exhibit on Andover farms. Di- 
rector/curator Charlotte Smith will lead 
a special tour on Wednesday, July 27, at 
noon. 

Many different kinds of crops were 
raised in Andover, and by 1920 many dif- 
ferent specialists had developed. Of 
course, there were still family farms that 
were not the sole support of the family— 
quite a few where the husband worked at 
a full-time job in a factory or shop and the 
wife and children “ran the farm.” Often 
this kind of farm did not provide a ‘“‘cash”’ 
crop but provided almost all the food for 
the family. Any surplus was sold to 
friends or neighbors. The Collins’ farm on 
Summer Street was such an example. 

Andover also had its specialists—some 
of them known statewide, New En- 
glandwide and farther afield. Roger Le- 
wis, with his strawberries and carrots, is 
one example; Sidney White, with his 
pure-bred cattle and their milk produces, 
is another. Lewis designed machines and 
pioneered methods for disease-free crops.

An unusual part of farming in Andover 
were the farms owned by the American 
Woolen Co. and William Wood. When 
Shawheen Village was founded, the 
houses were fairly close together so there 
was no room for gardens on the ‘“‘family 
farm.”’ Wood bought land in West And- 
over and had at least three farms: Lake- 
view on High Plain Road; Clover Farm 
on Lowell Street, now the Rolling Green 
complex; and Wild Rose Farm, also on 
Lowell Street, now the Internal Revenue 
Service. These farms, around 100 acres in 
size, were run by managers and hired la- 
bor. Their products were available first to 
residents of Wood’s dream village, 
Shawsheen.

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Three Candidates Vie For Assistant Principal’s Seat

The School Committee at its meet- 
ing Tuesday night conducted inter- 
views with the three candidates for 
the assistant principalship at And- 
over High School, but a final deci- 
sion will not be made _ until 
tomorrow. 

Superintendent of Schools Kenneth 
Seifert will make a recommendation 
to the School Committee at a meet- 
ing scheduled for tomorrow. At that 
time, the committee will either ap- 
prove or disapprove his recommen- 
dation. 

Principal Wilbur Hixon held the 
assistant position for 13 years before 
Teun up to the principal’s post in 

987. 

Tim Thomas stepped in as acting 
assistant principal during the 1987- 
88 school year and is currently a 
candidate for the opening. Prior to 
his filling in, Thomas worked at the 
high school for 11 years as a teacher 


and later as head of the science de- 
partment. 

Two other candidates, Fred Pol- 
green and Robert Wellspring, are 
also seeking the assistant principal 
position. 

Polgreen, a social studies teacher 
at Andover High, is a 25-year em- 
ployee in the Andover school sys- 
tem. 

Wellspring, currently the princi- 
pal of the Currier School in Methuen, 
is the only candidate employed out- 
side of Andover being considered for 
the job. 

Curriculum development and revi- 
sion, student activities, public rela- 
tions, scheduling and department 
evaluations are some of the job re- 
sponsibilities. 

Candidates must have a master’s 
degree and experience as a second- 
ay school teacher and administra- 
or. 


The School Committee spent two 
hours questioning the candidates on 
issues ranging from strengths and 
weaknesses of the high school to pos- 
sible ways of increasing community 
involvement in school activities. 

Thomas said being assistant prin- 
cipal would enable him to make 
changes in the school. “‘I want to de- 
velop a sense of community in And- 
over High School,” he said. 

Making Andover High an institu- 
tion that reaches out to all types of 
students and offering activities that 
involve both students and faculty is 
one way to develop this sense of 
community, Thomas said. This will 
spill over to the classroom, and the 
students will feel more like ‘“‘part- 
ners in learning,” he said. 

In speaking about community re- 
lations, Polgreen said, “I think I un- 
derstand the community and what 
they’re looking for.’ 


Administrators, he said, ‘wear 
many hats’’ and have a variety of 
responsibilities. But Polgreen says 
he has experience in several areas. 
“T feel I’ve had a good smattering,” 
he said. 

The last candidate interviewed, 
Wellspring, spoke about his 
relationship with faculty members 
and students. 

Administrators should be visible 
in the school community, he said. 
“I’m very approachable and I treat 
them (students) with respect and 
dignity,” he added.

PA To Choose Architect For Renovation ¢ttery Will Determine Condo Buyers

Phillips Academy has narrowed to 
three the list of architects who would 
work on the renovation and conversion of 
the old Abbot Hall girls school into condo- 
miniums. 

Although Neil Cullen, Phillips financial 
director, declined to name the finalists, 
saying the selection is a private process, 
he indicated the school hopes to make a 
decision by the month’s end. 

“Basically, we’re in the last stages of 
choosing our architect,’’ Cullen said. ‘“‘We 
hope to have one picked out by July.” 

The process has been on-going since 
Town Meeting in April where Andover 
voters overwhelmingly approved a zoning 
bylaw change that allowed the Abbot re- 
storation. ‘I wish it were moving faster,” 
said Cullen. 

Phillips started with a pool of architec- 
tural firms, composed mainly of compa- 
nys that have worked with the school 
previously, and eventually refined the list 
to the current finalists. ‘‘We have a pretty 
good idea of the architects we are inter- 
ested in,” said Cullen. 

By October, Cullen anticipates the win- 
ner will have prepared the project draw- 
ings. Once the blueprints are in hand, the 
school and the project developer, Rufus 
Choate Associates of Salem, Mass. can 
push forward with the myriad of details 
needing attention before the first shovel 


of dirt is turned. 

For Phillips Academy, after chthe next 
objective is to win approval from the 
town Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Academy leaders had campaigned hard 
for the bylaw change, which allows build- 
ings of 50,000 square feet in single resi- 
dence A zones to be converted to multi- 
family dwellings. 

Now they must convince the ZBA that 
55-unit condominiums planned for Draper 
Hall on the Abbot campus, near a quiet 
residential neighborhood, won’t have a 
negative impact on the surrounding com- 
munity. Shortly after Phillips officials 
made their plans public, several neigh- 
bors organized to protest the conversion. 
Although they failed to defeat the bylaw 
change, the neighborhood group is ex- 
pected to speak out when the Phillips pro- 
posal goes before the ZBA. 

Cullen indicated the academy plans to 
meet with abutting homeowners when the 
drawings are finished. 

The Rufus Choate company is already 
working on the financing, said Cullen. The 
firm is applying for a state tax break 
given to developers renovating historic 
sites. 

Besides the 90,000 square foot Draper 
Hall, 2 former Abbot dormitory, two oth- 
er buildings are being converted for com- 
mercial and office use.

The average price of a house in this town is $250,000. In this 
town, young adults have come to realize they probably won’t be 
able to buy into the community they grew up in. 

Welcome to Andover. Now go home—if you can find one. 

Or win one. 

In the very near future—about two to four weeks—a lottery 
will be held to select buyers for 14 condominiums in the $78,000 to 
$100,000 price range. Picwel Builders Inc., developers of the 45 
unit housing project on Reservation Road known as the Abbot’s 
Pond condominiums, is accepting applicants who qualify under 
low to middle income guidelines. 

‘Tt’s a great opportunity for first time buyers to get into a 
quality development for less than what they’re probably paying 
for rent,” said Gerry Welch, co-principal owner of Picwel Build- 
ers. At least 5 to 10 units will be ready for occupancy by the end 
of summer, he said. 

The Abbot Pond subdivision is the first state-subsidized hous- 
ing project built in Andover since builders began trying to take 
advantage of Massachusetts fair housing laws in the early 1980s. 
The law provides for a partnership between Massachusetts and 
developers to construct inexpensive places to live in exchange 
for state help with financing. 

Some 200 applications have already been submitted from peo- 
ple made aware of the project through Picwel’s 18-month strug- 
gle to win approval from town and state agencies. Welch expects 
another deluge of applicants once Picwel begins advertising the 
condominiums as required by state law two weeks before the 
lottery. 

As with any lottery, a certain amount of hoopla and excitement 
is inevitable. Although some details, such as place and exact 
date, still need to be nailed down, the process begins with the 
assignment of a number to each application. 

The numbers will be written on ping-pong balls or similiar 
objects and be drawn by state or town officials. “It’s kind of like 
a mini-Megabucks,” said Steve Colyer, town physical planner. 

All numbers will be drawn, said Welch, because of the likeli- 
hood that some of the first 14 won’t qualify. In particular, the 
$100,000 condos will be tricky. An applicant’s salary might be too 
low to afford the payments, or their income could be too high to 
qualify as low or middle income, said Welch. 

Only first-time buyers, or those who haven’t owned a home for 
the past three years, will be accepted, he added. 

Those interested in entering the lottery can apply at Picwel 
offices, 54 Andover St. during business hours. Weekend appoint- 
ments can be made by phone.

A Celebration 


Today marks a significant occasion for Andover’s 
own newspaper. 

The TOWNSMAN is marking its centennial—100 
years of service to this community. 

Like the town itself, the newspaper has grown with 
the times. The original publication was eight pages 
and reported on such activities as an upcoming 
firemen’s muster. Today, the average size of the 
weekly publication is in the 96-page range, serving a 
community of over 27,000. The news has centered, this 
year, around such items as affordable housing and a 
proposed collaborative school project. 

The first publication also pledged total commitment 
to local news, serving the people of Andover and 
reporting on their activities. That commitment has 
remained throughout the century of service to the 
town by The TOWNSMAN. 

Production of the newspaper has also kept pace with 
the times. That first newspaper was put together 
through handsetting of the type, a long arduous 


Today’s edition is published through the assistance 
of computers and produced in offset, a printing 
method adopted by The TOWNSMAN in 1951 to 
present clearer reproduction of pictures and overall 
improvement in total appearance of the paper. 

The TOWNSMAN was among the first to adopt such 
a production method, being the third newspaper in 
New England to use such a system to produce the 
weekly publication. 


And, while it is important to keep pace with the 
times, The TOWNSMAN has never forgotten the most 
important ingredient for the community: Andover and 
its people. 

Chronicled through the pages of the newspaper 
during this past century are reports on the activities of 
Andover people serving their community, athletes 
entertaining, participating and representing their 
community, people young and old making significant 
accomplishments, bringing fame not only to 
themselves but to the town as well.

Fresh paint and paper will 
add to its attractiveness for the fall 
trade.

— within 120 days of the receipt of 
official notice from the government 
that a $839,500 grant has been ap- 
proved. 

Officials studying the sewer exten- 
sions, for which a federal grant has 
been approved, describe the project 
as calling for 980 manmonths of em- 
ployment. 

Doll and Puppet Week is under- 
way on the town’s playgrounds this 
week, with displays and contests ar- 
ranged on the grounds.

Figures supplied by the town man- 
ager indicate that the municipality’s 
share of the program is slightly 
higher than the federal govern- 
ment’s, because the latter will not 
pay for land takings. The govern- 
ment has offered $839,500; the 
town’s amount is some $40,000 high- 
er.

In presenting the check, Leiken 
was quoted as saying, ‘‘our mission, 
as defined by Gov. Dukakis and the 
legislature, is to invest in new prod- 
ucts for traditional manufacturing 
firms. Our goal is to foster the 
growth of businesses that will pro- 
vide job opportunities for the weld- 
ers, machinists and other skilled 
factory workers in Massachusetts. 
Our analysis of IEC indicates high 
growth potential based on a socially 
useful product with solid technology 
and highly competent manage- 
ment.” 

IEC has been involved in the de- 
sign and manufacture of heat recov- 
ery energy conservation systems for 
six years. Paull said that MPDC’s 
financing will help the company to 
market its recently designed high 
temperature heat pipe system to in- 
dustrial users. Originally developed 
for use in cooling spacecraft, basic 
heat pipe technology came from the 
research efforts of General Motors, 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
NASA amd the Los Alamos Scientif- 
ic Laboratory.

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The Townsman turns 100

Every time The Andover TOWNS- 
MAN had a special anniversary to 
celebrate, the editor would always 
make a cute analogy to a wedding. 

When the first one came out, an 
announcement read: ‘‘Marriages. In 
Andover, October 1887 by Rev. Pop- 
ular Approval Mr. General Public of 
Andover and vicinity, and Miss And- 
over Townsman, only daughter of 
the Andover Press. Among the wed- 
ding gifts were many subscriptions 
and some handsome advertising 
contracts.” 

In 1892, the headline was ‘‘The 
Andover TOWNSMAN celebrates its 
wooden wedding.” In 1912, it was 
“The TOWNSMAN’s Silver Wed- 
ding.” 

Mer. Public and Miss Townsman 
have since celebrated their golden 
anniversary, and their diamond ju- 
bilee is a thing of the past. 

Now, they’ve been pretty much 
happily married for over 100 years, 
and there’s no emblem for that. 

It’s hard to know if John N. Cole, 
the 23-year-old who started the pa- 
per, knew it would last this long. 

Certainly, he had the faith of some 
prominent financial backers: Ho- 
race H. Tyer, whose father, Henry, 
founded Tyer Rubber Co.; William 
S. Jenkins, selectman and ardent 
abolitionist; State Rep. John Cor- 
nell; and George H. Torr. Cole him- 
self was treasurer of the newly- 
formed ‘Andover Press, and the Rev. 
Charles C. Carpenter, a retired cler- 


gyman and genealogist, was The 
TOWNSMAN’s first editor. 

But Cole was a quick-tempered 
man, and it is not difficult to imag- 
ine his frustration with Carpenter, 
who was ‘“‘too much of a cloistered 
scholar for such a practical enter- 
prise,’ according to one tactful re- 
searcher. 

From the editor’s desk, Cole also 
now had more direct control over 
what went into the paper, and what 
didn’t. That power became impor- 
tant to Cole when he started getting 
into politics. 

“As editor of The TOWNSMAN he 
had always at hand a convenient 
medium for expressing his views, 
and his tongue and pen could be 
equally scathing,’ wrote the late 
Claude M. Fuess, historian and for- 
mer Phillips Academy headmaster. 

All eight pages of the first 
TOWNSMAN came out on a Friday, 
Oct. 14, 1887. At the top, under the 
paper’s name, were seven Andover 
scenes. In the center is the then-14- 
year-old Memorial Hall Library, 
flanked by two mills. On the far 
right are Punchard High School and 
South Church. 

That first TOWNSMAN cost 5 
cents; a year’s subscription was $2. 
It was 12 by 16 and a half inches, 
slightly larger than today’s standard 
tabloid. (The TOWNSMAN you have 
in your hands is 11 and one-quarter 
by 13 and three-quarters inches. )

It had five columns of advertising 
and news—which sometimes blend- 
ed together. On page one, for in- 
stance, assuming you read a 
newspaper from left to right, top to 
bottom, you’d be reading ads for 
Cannon’s Commercial College in 
Lawrence, dentist Charles H. Gil- 
bert, Anderson & Bowman blacksmi- 
thy, O. Chapman’s dining rooms, 
and all of a sudden, you’d be reading 
about the Merrimac Valley Congre- 
gational Club’s eighth meeting. 

The first front page also had sto- 
ries on the upcoming firemen’s mus- 
ter, a lecture series, a seminarian’s 
meeting and a report of a review of a 


book by a former Andover resident. 

It is obvious, even from looking at 
that one page, that The TOWNSMAN 
was very much a newspaper of its 
times. The news item at the bottom 
of the last column is actually a letter 
to the editor from then state Rep. 
Charles Smith. 

“Will you permit me, through the 
medium of your paper to return my 
sincere thanks to the many friends 
who have expressed to me their 
warm approval of my course in the 
last legislature on the question of 
substituting for our present local op- 
tion law an amendment of the Con- 
stitution, prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquor,’ Smith wrote in his letter.

The paper had a lot to say to And- 
over residents of the day. It re- 
flected their values and ideals, and 
it was the first paper that contained 
all local news. ‘‘It will aim to carry 
every week into the families which 
receive it eight crowded pages of 
reading, including full local news 
from Andover and vicinity, a sum- 
mary of general intelligence, busi- 
ness announcements, original 
contributions from Andover pens, 
and a carefully selected miscellany 
suited for instruction and entertain- 
ment...,” the first issue promised. 

The two weeklies that preceded 
The TOWNSMAN were short-lived. 
The Journal of Humanity, which got 
its start 58 years earlier, on May 27, 
1829, belonged to the American So- 
ciety for the Promotion of Temper- 
ance. It was the first newspaper in 
the country whose sole aim was to 
promote abstinence from alcohol. 
The Temperance Society was co- 
founded in 1826 by Andover resident 
Dr. Justin Edwards, who later be- 
came its corresponding secretary. 
The last issue of the paper came out 
on May 16, 1833, exactly four years 
after it began. 

“At that early stage of the temper- 
ance reformation its circulation 
could not have been large,’’ a 19th- 
century TOWNSMAN reporter 
wrote. ‘“‘And it contained but very 
few items of news to commend it to 
the non-temperance reader. Of ad- 
vertisements, which are always the 
main support of a newspaper, there 
were seldom more than a single col- 
umn.” 


Andover had to wait 20 years be- 
fore getting another newspaper, 
which came in the form of The And- 
over Advertiser on Feb. 19, 1853. It 
was published on Saturdays by John 
D. Flagg. Its motto was “‘the life of 
agriculture, trade, and commerce is 
a good advertising medium.” 

Not as good as Flagg thought, ap- 
parently. He sold the paper and 
print shop two years later to Warren 
F. Draper, who managed to keep 
The Advertiser alive until 1866. 
Draper sold it to The Lawrence 
American. 

The Advertiser was supposed to 


- have been ‘“‘conducted by an Asso- 


ciation of Gentlemen.’’ According to 
an early edition of The TOWNS- 
MAN, though, ‘‘Gentlemen they as- 
suredly were, but the ‘association’ 
was a myth, except as it meant that 
several citizens informally agreed to 
contribute news items and such oth- 
er matter as they might write.” 

George Foster, although not the 
editor by name, did the bulk of the 
editorial work and continued to con- 
tribute to The Lawrence American’s 
Andover column after The Advertis- 
er was sold. : 

A TOWNSMAN researcher report- 
ed in the 1880s that The Advertiser 
didn’t have much local news in it. 

That’s probably one of the big rea- 
sons why both it and The Journal of 
Humanity failed and The TOWNS- 
MAN didn’t. Cole did everything the 
right way in his new business. From 
surviving handouts, we know the 
new newspaper got plenty of ad- 
vance publicity. With such a reputa- 
ble board of directors, Andover 
Press, the parent company, had

little trouble finding businessmen 
willing to advertise early on. 

The early issues are full of plugs 
for the fledgling paper. ‘“‘It may not 
be considered impertinent if we 
modestly suggest a few ways, in 
which our fellow-townsmen can easi- 
ly afford us substantial assistance in 
starting and keeping up this publica- 
tion,” the first editorial said. That 
sonorous sentence was followed by 
the simple exhortation to ‘‘subscribe 
to the TOWNSMAN!”’ 

“Then, remind your neighbor to go 
and do likewise—instead of offering 
to lend him your copy, as in most 
other cases would be a very proper 
and neighborly thing to do,” the 
staff said. 

Even news stories were used to 
promote the paper. A story about a 
purse a woman found and brought to 
The TOWNSMAN offices, for in- 
stance, had a moral. The purse was 
eventually returned to its owner, an 
Abbot Academy student. “If such a 


result can be gained from simply 
speaking in a newspaper office,” the 
paper asked, ‘Show much more can 
be expected from advertisements 
actually inserted under ‘Lost and 
Found’!”’ 

The bulk of the news was about 
Andover—and could probably only 
be appreciated by Andover resi- 
dents. ‘“‘Mr. and Mrs. S.H. Furber 
have been visiting for a short time in 
Henniker, N.H.,”’ one blurb on the 
front page said. Presumably in a 
town of about 6,000 residents, people 
knew the Furbers and what they 
were doing in Henniker. 

Not all The TOWNSMAN’s news 
was that minor, but a great deal of it 
was social in nature. You might say 
it was a more courteous era. Or you 
might say there was less going on to 
report. Andover was much smaller 
in those days. 

The little paper thrived under 
Cole’s efficient, if not exactly le- 
nient, leadership. ‘‘It took off,” said 
Betty Cole, widow of the publisher’s 
grandson, John N. II.

Andover Press soon outgrew its 
headquarters at 37 Main St., and 
Cole moved it to Main and Chestnut, 
where you can still see the words 
‘Andover Press’? engraved on the 
second story. 

After Cole died in October, 1922, 
his son, Philip, took over the press. 
But the younger Cole didn’t do as 
well as his father. ‘He never wanted 
to modernize in any way,”’ Mrs. Cole 
said. ‘‘He got into financial trouble.” 

Andover Press wasn’t limited to 
printing The TOWNSMAN, said Dino 
Valz, who started his part-time job 
at the paper in 1925. The press was 
also affiliated with a print shop and 
a book store. Cole ‘‘claimed The 
TOWNSMAN never made money, 
never,”’ Valz said. 

“He was a tough hombre to work 
for,’’ added Valz, who wrote the pa- 
per’s editorials. “He was difficult. 
My job was to express his views, and 
he didn’t tell me what they were or 
why.”’ 

The paper under Philip Cole had 
eight columns and always looked the 
same, Valz said. “It had a two- or 
three-line headline on the left and an 
identical headline on .the right. It 
was the simple way, but you’d do it 
that way too if you didn’t have off- 
set.” 

Printing a paper in those days was 
a laborious task. Each letter of ev- 
ery story and every ad was set by 
hand. No wonder the paper started 
off with only eight pages. 

In Valz’s day, the payroll consis- 
ted of one person, then two Boston 
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University students came aboard to 
sell advertising. 

The long and tedious printing 
process and the diminutive staff 
weren’t oddities back then. All the 
newspapers did it that way. What 
was unusual about The TOWNSMAN 
of the ’20s was that the person who 
almost single-handedly put it out ev- 
ery week was a woman—Bessie 
Goldsmith. 

Of course Goldsmith was not the 
average woman of her times. Never 
married, she was once on the police 
force, had a job teaching people how 
to use their gas ranges, and was an 
avid gardener, historian and some- 
time author. 

In 1932, the paper was ‘not its 
healthiest. It was cut back to four 
pages and advertising rates in- 
creased. Smith and Coutts started 
printing the The TOWNSMAN in ’35, 
and the company became The 
Townsman Press Inc. after editor 
Elmer Grover bought the controlling 
interest. 

The paper’s look changed radical- 
ly under Grover, who at one time 
was a School Committee member. 
His friend and former TOWNSMAN 
employee Raymond B. DeRuisseau 
said Grover was so impressed by 
Life and Look magazines that The 
TOWNSMAN adopted glossy paper 
and the full-page front-page pictures 
of a news magazine. 

“That didn’t work too well, wheth- 
er it was financial or public accep- 
tance I don’t know,’’ DeRuisseau 
said. 

Grover himself hinted that his pa- 
per was an expensive venture in his 
last editorial, Oct. 30, 1947. The

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Feisty Yankee was 23 
when he started paper

John N. Cole wasn’t the kind of 
man you’d want to argue with. 

Enemies thought of him as stub- 
born and overbearing—and so did 
his friends. 

Apparently, though, he got things 
done. 

The founder/editor of The And- 
over TOWNSMAN and Massachu- 
setts politician had the Midas touch, 
according to the wife of Cole’s 
grandson, the late John N. II. 

“He was a terribly efficient man,”’ 
said Betty Cole of Farnsworth Road. 
“He was terribly strict and very 
bombastic. 

‘He wasn’t home a great deal be- 
cause he was always politicking,” 
Mrs. Cole added. 

Politics was one of the many 
things John Cole had strong feelings 
about. One of the reasons he started 
The TOWNSMAN in 1887 was to pro- 
mote his career in the Republican 
Party. 

He was a strong possibility for 
lieutenant governor, but his many 
enemies thwarted his election to that 
office. 

Cole himself admitted that he 
could get nasty. In an editorial he 
wrote for The TOWNSMAN’s 25th 
anniversary, he was uncharacteris- 
tically apologetic. ‘“‘The pen has 
sometimes undoubtedly been dipped 
so deep in the well as to touch some 
of the bitterness that rested at the

bottom of the fountain,” he wrote. 
“But if this has been true in this col- 
umn as well as in other parts of the 
paper, the desire has ever been to 
keep high standards of public serv- 
ice, of civic growth, of best life in the 
community.” 

Born Nov. 4, 1863 in Groveland, 
John Nelson Cole was the second of 
five children of George Spofford 
Cole and his wife, Nancy Bodwell. 

He attended local schools, but 
couldn’t afford a college education. 
Despite this, according to the writ- 
ings of historian and former Phillips 
Academy headmaster Claude M. 
Fuess, ‘he early displayed a high 
intelligence and an unusual gift for 
fluent, effective speech.” 

Cole married Andover native Min-

nie White Poor in 1886, when both 
were 23. Cole and his wife lived on 
Highland Road, near PA’s bird 
sanctuary, and for a while in a big 
old house in Newburyport. The cou- 
ple had one son, Philip Poor, and 
three daughters. Philip eventually 
took over his father’s press. 

At 23, John Cole was already start- 
ing to make an impact. His gift for 
“effective speech” came in handy 
when somehow, he talked a group of 
prominent Andover businessmen— 
among them, Horace H. Tyer, son of 
Tyer Rubber Co. founder George 
Henry Tyer—to finance his vision of 
a local paper that would ‘‘more wor- 
thily represent the best interests of 
the town.” 

It wasn’t only the interests of the 
town that gave Cole the idea. Mrs. 
Cole said he bought the press as a 
‘political outlet.”” And Fuess said 
the fledgling newspaper ‘‘was to be 
his useful plaything for the remain- 
der of his life.” 

Objectivity wasn’t exactly a goal 
of newspapers in Cole’s day. ‘‘As ed- 
itor of the TOWNSMAN he had al- 
ways at hand a convenient medium 
for expressing his views, and his 
tongue and pen could be equally 
scathing,’ Fuess said. 

In 1903, Cole’s political career got 
its start when he was elected to the 
state House of Representatives. His 
speeches had the brevity of USA To- 
day and the authority of The New 
York Times.. “‘His ability to clarify 
and summarize issues gave him al- 


most immediate prominence,”’ 
Fuess wrote. 

Two years after his election, Cole 
was made speaker of the House, a 
position he held on to for three 
terms. He became known, not sur- 
prisingly, for his aggressive debat- 
ing style. 

Physically, Cole probably 
wouldn’t have stood out in a crowd. 
He was very short and very bald, but 
when he had the floor, he had the 
floor. 

“John N. Cole was a positive char- 
acter,’ former Gov. Channing H. 
Cox once said of the feisty little man. 
“He always had convictions, and he 
always took sides.” 

“Even those who didn’t like him 
were afraid of his knowledge and ex- 
perience and remained silent,” 
Fuess said. 

In 1908, Cole became a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
lieutenant governor. At that time, 
Fuess wrote, “it seemed as if he 
might rise to any height in the Re- 
publican Party, but some not quite 
explicable deficiency broke the con- 
tinuity of his progress.” 

In the race for the nomination, 
Cole’s opponents were fierce, and 
his enemies were many. One PA in- 
structor in particular helped turned 
the tide of public opinion against the 
45-year-old Cole by accusing him of 
political corruption. 

Cole withdrew from the race at the 
Republican convention, Sept. 23, 
1908. The defeat must have been 
great to him, because Cole never 
again ran for public office. 

For the next eight years, Cole

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This is the first editorial that appeared in The TOWNSMAN—Oct. 14, 1887. 

The most natural way of introducing a stranger is to announce his name. 
The name of the new paper, to some extent at least, indicates its character 
and aim. TOWNSMAN may sound a little odd at first; but is it not all the 
better for not being the same as a hundred other newspaper names in the 
country? It is a good old Anglo-Saxon word, with a meaning: it magnifies 
what Phillips Brooks has called ‘‘that excellent institution, a New England 
town’’—the unit not only of social, intellectual, and moral life in a commu- 
nity, but of our republican system of government. 

The town of Andover, with its history, its institutions, its extent, its pop- 
ulation, its prosperity, its wealth, its business, deserves and needs a newspa- 
per of its own. The ANDOVER TOWNSMAN is intended to supply the need. 
It is owned in Andover; it is printed in Andover; it is mailed in Andover; its 
editor, its business manager, its foreman, its pressman, its compositors, are 
all from Andover. It will be devoted to the interests of Andover, and its 
circulation be largely among the inhabitants of Andover, or those who have 
been such in the past. And when we say Andover, we mean the Old And- 
over—North Parish, South Parish, West Parish, and Ballardvale as well,— 
hoping, even in the first-named, to represent and report, so far as we can, its 
separate but not rival industries and interests. 

What kind of a paper is the ANDOVER TOWNSMAN to be? Not a theologi- 
cal journal, although Andover has the oldest theological seminary in the 
country, and has always been. celebrated for its discussions in that line—and 
still maintains its reputation. Let others define and defend theological the- 
ories, and dispute about them if they will—we will not. It is not a religious 
journal, although Andover has always been a staunch religious town, from 
the times of John Woodbridge and Samuel Phillips even to this day. It is not 
an educational journal, although Andover has been the synonym for the best 
style of education for more than a century. It is not a political journal, in the 
partisan sense, although claiming the right to make its comment or crit- 
icism on public affairs and those who administer them. In short, it is not a 
paper under the control or in the interest of any party or sect or clique. 

It is the TOWNSMAN, standing for all the interests of the town, striving to 
help forward, so far as it may, the social and business welfare of the town, 
and proving itself, we hope, the ally in its own way of the best moral senti- 
ment and most useful Christian work. It will aim to carry every week into 
the families which receive it eight crowded pages of reading, including full 
local news from Andover and vicinity, a summary of general intelligence, 
business announcements, original contributions from Andover pens, and a 
carefully selected miscellany suited for instruction and entertainment— 
without, we trust, a single paragraph or line which will render the paper

The world never stops turning. 

Since The TOWNSMAN started 
publication 100 years ago, two 
presidents have been assassinated, 
and the United States has entered 
four wars. 

Although it was billed as—and 
remains—a local paper, rarely 
venturing past Andover boundaries, 
it would have been impossible for 
past TOWNSMAN editors to work in 
a vacuum. They couldn’t ignore the 
national and international events 
that were changing the course of 
everyone’s life. 

One of the first major national 
news stories The TOWNSMAN 
reported was the shooting of 
President William McKinley. Leon 
F. Czolgosz fired two shots at 
McKinley, who had just delivered a 
speech at the Pan American 
Exposition in Buffalo, N.Y., on Sept. 
5, 1901. 

The TOWNSMAN had just come 
off the presses when the news was 
heard. 

When the news was printed the 
next week, it was relegated to page 
four, probably because McKinley’s 
condition wasn’t considered critical

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until the morning the paper came 
out on Sept. 13. By the next issue, 
McKinley’s condition had improved, 
then taken a sudden turn for the 
worse. 

“Later tidings chronicled the fact 
that his wounds were not necessarily 
fatal, lightening somewhat the 
general gloom, and since the terrible 
day a week ago, the bulletins coming 
from the sick room in the Milburn 
house, Buffalo, have been daily 
more and more encouraging until 
this morning, when again the 
gravest fears for his ultimate 
recovery began to be expressed by 
the doctors.” 

The next day, the president died. 

The paper came out again on 
Sept. 20 with a 30-point headline that 
said ‘“‘A NATION’S GRIEF.” 
Underneath that, a subhead said 
“News of the Death of President 
William McKinley Spreads Sorrow 
in its Train.’”’ The coverage was 
divided into two stories, one on the 
memorial tributes paid to the 
president and the other on Andover’s 
reaction to his assassination. 

“Nearly all the stores in town 
made some manifestation of sorrow 
and respect by draping their

“The Town hall was draped in black 
and white on the outside, as were 
Memorial hall and the engine house. 
On the bank building, St. Matthews 
lodge displayed a large crayon 
picture of the late President, draped 
in black.” 

Businesses shut down, and local 
churches held memorial services. 
The fire alarm and church bells 
began tolling at 1 p.m. Sept. 19. That 
lasted for an hour and was followed 
by a town-sponsored service. “At 
1:30, the doors at the hall were 
opened and before 2 o’clock, every 
seat in the hall was occupied and 
standing room was at a premium.”’ 

The TOWNSMAN minced no 
words in writing about the accused 
assassin, a professed anarchist, 
whom the reporters described as a 
“despicable wretch.” 

If the news lacked a little 
objectivity, it certainly was timely. 
The TOWNSMAN received 
Associated Press bulletins from 
Buffalo hourly in the days near 
McKinley’s death. Readers were 
invited to get more information by 
visiting the offices, then at 35 and 37 
Main St., which continually posted 
updates.

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s presidents’ deaths, four wars 


newspapers and television reports 
from which to get the latest news, 
but The TOWNSMAN had a lot to 
say to Andover readers about 
Kennedy, whom the paper said was 
‘“‘well-remembered here.” 

Kennedy had made campaign 
stops in Andover during his race for 
the Senate, and in the 1958 senatorial 
election, ‘‘he swept every precinct in 
the town’’—not an easy feat in a 
place that leans toward the 
Republican Party. 

Kennedy came closer to carrying 
the town in the 1960 presidential race 
than any other Democratic 
candidate before him. 

It is said that everyone 
remembers what he or she was 
doing the day Kennedy was shot. 
You get a feel for the shock of his 
death by reading issues of The 
TOWNSMAN in the week’s leading 
up to it. They are all filled with 
routine stories on Building 
Committee appointments, school 
department supplies and a League 
of Women Voters petition. 

And then, suddenly, the news 
crashes onto the front page of the 
Nov. 27, 1963 issue.

The Merrimack Valley suffered 
devastating consequences. 

On March 21, the water level at 
the Lawrence Dam passed the 48- 
foot mark, flooding four local cities. 

Lack of heat and power crippled 
the Valley. 

Fear of illness was widespread 
due to continuing cold, damp weath- 
er and swarming infectious floods. 

When it was over, the Merrimack 
River had claimed the homes of

In a cleanup project, President 
Roosevelt allocated more than $7 
million in relief funds for the upper 
Merrimack Valley alone. 

The Hurricane of 1938 was the 
first TAlor hurricane of this century. 

The storm whipped through 
Greater Lawrence on Sept. 21, leav- 
ing behind a trail of toppled trees 
and damaged roofs. 

In Andover, a large part of North 
Main Street was under water. Hun- 
dreds of trees fell, tying up roads for 
days. The town spent $25,000 re- 
pairing all the damage.

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Florence Hulme has a century of

Andover has seen a lot of 
changes in the past 100 years, 
and so has Florence Hulme. 

Hulme, an 86-year Andover 
resident, celebrated her 100th 
birthday on May 23. 

She has lived in Andover for 
most of her life—since 1902. 
Florence West and her family 
moved here from Somerville 
when she was 14 years old. 

Andover was a country town 
compared to Somerville, said 
Hulme, who added that it took 
her some time to adjust. “I 
was a very, very shy person 
and I didn’t like Andover at 
the time,’’ she said. “‘Having 
been born in Somerville, I 
didn’t like being transferred 
and I didn’t like country 
life...there were too many 
trees.”’ 

But she says she grew to 
like Andover more and more. 

Hulme attended Punchard 
High School, now the site of 
the town offices, and grad- 
uated in 1906, with 12 class- 
mates. 

At that time, Mr. Pierce was 
the principal, and there were 
two areas of study offered to 
students—business and col- 
lege preparatory classes, 
according to Hulme. 

Hulme followed the business 
route, and she joined the work 
force one week after gradua-

tion. She worked at the Smith 
& Dove flax mill in Andover, 
which was located where Dun- 
dee Park now stands. Hulmes 
was a stenographer and 
worked for Mr. Bill. ‘‘I liked it 
very much,”’ she said. 

When asked how much mon- 
ey she made, Hulme chuckled 
and said that although she 
didn’t remember the exact 
amount, the pay was minimal 
compared to today’s salaries, 
and it was on a monthly, not 
an hourly, basis. 

But the cost of living was 
much cheaper. Hulme re- 
called that the price of a loaf 
of bread was about 10 cents. 

Her feet were her mode of 
transportation to and from 
work. She, like many others, 
walked to work. However, 
Hulme noted that most of the 
head men at work had cars. 

There was a six-month peri- 
od during which Hulme didn’t 
work because she had surgery 
on her knee, which would oc- 
casionally go out of joint. Af- 
ter finally finding a doctor 
who would perform the opera- 
tion, Hulme said she was in a 
cast from her neck to her toe 
for three months and was con- 
fined to a frame on her bed. 
Then, she had to get a checkup 
every two weeks for three 
months, she said. 

From Smith & Dove, Hulme 
went to work for the Andover

Chestnut streets. There were 
six people employed at the 
bank, and Hulme was a secre- 
tary for Mr. Boutwell. Her 


ending salary was $150 per _ 


month, she said. 


Hulme worked there until 


1930, when, at the age of 42, 
she married Dr. Albert E. 
Hulme, a dentist in town. 


It wasn’t common for mar- | 
ried women to work in those | 


days, she said. And the jobs 
that women held were usually 
secretarial or teaching in na- 
ture. 

During her working years 
prior to her marriage, Hulme 
lived on Summer Street with 
her brother, Jesse West, and 
his family. 

It was at her brother’s resi- 
dence that Florence and Al- 
bert were married. 

The 30 years spent with her 
husband, from 1930 until his 
death in 1960, were her favor- 
ite, said Hulme. Although they 
didn’t have any children of 
their own, she did have a step- 
son, Frederick Hulme, and 
she says she was close to her 
niece, Margorie (West) Em- 
mons, with whom she now liv- 
es. ‘She’s more like a 
daughter than a_ niece,” 
Hulme said. 

Dr. Hulmes worked out of 
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their home on Main Street. It 
was a big white house looking 
down Punchard Avenue and is 
now the left half of Olde And- 
over Village, she said. 

Hulme spoke of those year's 
with exuberant joy. She said 
cleaning the 12-room house oc- 
cupied a great deal of her 
time. ‘‘I was very conscien- 
tious about keeping it clean— 
spic and span,” she said. 
Luckily, she had hired help to 
clean the five-room office in 
the house. 

Even with this help, Hulme 
said the housework was very 
tiring. 

In retrospect, housework 
wouldn’t have been such a big 
priority. ‘If I had my life to 
live over again, I’d let the 
housework go and learn to 
play golf,’’ she said.

Florence Hulme, 100 
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Her husband, his son and a couple 
of friends used to play golf at the 
Andover Country Club. “‘They all 
wanted me to play golf but after 
doing my work I didn’t have the en- 
ergy,” she said. 

She still went to the country club, 
but instead of playing golf, Hulme 
said she would sit on a bench and 
knit while the others played 18 holes. 

Cooking also occupied a great deal 
of her time but she says she loved it. 

Making fruit pies was one of her 
specialities. Her husband was very 
fond of pie, Hulme said. “I used to 
say I could bake a fruit pie in my 
sleep because he enjoyed them so 
much. 

“T guess a little of my father wash- 
ed up on me.” Hulme’s father, John 
West, owned J.P. West Bakery on 
Park Street. 

Hulme recalled that her father 
would sell directly from his store. In 
addition, he had a delivery service. 
She said he would drive around on 
his horse and wagon selling goods to 
surrounding areas such as West 
Andover and Boxford. It wasn’t until 
about 1913 that her father bought a 
car. 

Hulme said she and her husband

would go into Boston almost every 
Wednesday because he had the af- 
ternoon off. She says they would 
have dinner and then go to a movie 
or a show. They would take the train 
from Andover to Boston. ‘Andover 
had a great train service,” she said. 

Street cars, like a trolley car, was 
another form of transportation. It 
was a popular way to get from And- 
over to Lawrence, Hulme said. And 
during the summer, open street cars 
were used, she said. ~ 

Hulme said she enjoyed riding the 
street cars and that she would take it 
to Lawrence quite a bit to go shop- 
ping. The fare was only 10 cents, she 
said. 

She said that there were more de- 
partment stores in Lawrence and 
noted Cherry & Webb and Suther- 
lands as a few of her favorites. 
“Andover didn’t have that type of 
store,’’ Hulme said. 

This is one of the changes in And- 
over she pointed out. ‘‘I think, in the 
past couple of years, they’ve done a 
lot more in ladies’ and men’s wear in 
shopping in Andover,”’ Hulme said. 

In respect to the changes, Hulme 
contemplated and said “Andover 
has changed so much in that time 
since I was 14 years old.” 

She did rattle off some changes 
such as the size of the population—it 
was much smailer—and the fact that 
Shawsheen Village was called Frye

Village until the end of World War I. 
Businesses have also changed. 
West Andover was mainly farm 
land, she said. And a great deal of 
people worked at Smith & Dove, 
which produced linens, she said. 

She remembers when town meet- 
ings were held at the Town Hall in 
the center of Andover and said she 
liked to attend the meetings and lis- 
ten to people express their opinions. 
“J would never hear my own voice,” 
she said. ‘‘But I liked it because I 
was interested.” 

The growth in the downtown area 
is another change she has witnessed. 
While recognizing that there are 
more stores in Andover than there 
were in her shopping days, she said 
“that’s the price you pay for popula- 
tion and growth.” 

Hulme has lived through major 
events like two world wars, the De- 
pression and Prohibition. She has 
seen the effect they’ve had on And- 
over. 

During the World War II, she said, 
there were blackouts. All Andover 
residents would pull down black 
shades in the evening so planes over- 
head couldn’t see the town, she said. 
This was to combat possible air 
raids. 

There were food shortages during 
the wars. To regulate the products 
that were in demand, like sugar, 
meat and butter, the town would

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give out coupons books to everyone 
in the family. 

Hulme said she worked for the 
American Red Cross during the 
wars. It was a way to help the war 
effort at home, she said. Hulme re- 
members knitting caps and gloves 
for the men at war. 


When asked how people felt about 
the wars, Hulme said: ‘‘I don’t know 
how to express that.” 

As for Prohibition, she said, “I 
think they (friends) did object to it.”’ 
But she added that alcohol wasn’t a 
very big part of her life because her 
husband was a teetotaler. 


‘“‘The Depression hit Andover very 
hard,’’ Hulme said. 

She remembers that some of the 
banks in Andover were closed and 
that a lot of people lost their jobs. 


Personally, she said ‘‘we had 
enough money in our account to tide 
us over so we didn’t lack for food.” 
But she recalled that people didn’t 
pay their bills as quickly as they did 
before the Depression. 


What does she think about the 
changes that have occured in And- 
over?

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Oldtime Andover residents reminisce about town

You don’t see horses and buggies on 
Main Street anymore. 

They have been replaced by auto- 
mobiles and buses. Modern school build- 
ings complete with computers and 
science labs have superceded the one- 
room schoolhouse. And communication, 
written and verbal, can be sent around 
the world in seconds via electronic mail 
and satellites. 

These are a few of the many advance- 
ments Andover and its people have expe- 
rienced since the establishment of The 
Andover TOWNSMAN in 1887. 

Most longtime residents of Andover ad- 
mit the changes have been gradual, thus 
less drastic than you’d think. But, even 
so, it’s interesting to look back in time at 
different ways of life. 

Marjorie Emmons, 78, has lived in And- 
over all her life. She graduated from Pun- 
chard High School in 1927 with about 47 
classmates. 

There’s been a lot of changes in the or- 
ganization of Andover schools since Em- 
mons was a pupil. 

There were several district elementary 
schools and one high school—Punchard 
High, now the site of the town offices and 
the school administration offices. 


She remembers several schools that 
have come and gone throughout the 
years, such as the John Dove School and 
the Samuel Jackson School (both were lo- 
cated where Doherty Middle School now 
stands) and the Stowe School on Bartlet 
Street. Others recalled the North School, 
the Richardson School and the West Cen- 
ter School.

As far as school activities go, Emmons 
said, ‘‘we didn’t have all the things that 
they have nowadays.’’ But, a glee club, 
plays, boys’ football and baseball and 
girls’ basketball were offered. 

School dances were a big form of enter- 
tainment; the junior/senior dance was 
one of the most popular and the Charles- 
ton dance was all the rage at the time, she 
said. This and all school activities would 
take place in Punchard Hall, now the Do- 
herty Middle School auditorium. 

Emmons, like many others in her grad- 
uating class, chose to further their educa- 
tion. She attended Boston University for 
two years and then took a job at the Bos- 
ton Safe Deposit and Trust Co. in 1929. 

Emmons commuted to and from Boston 
on the train and said the monthly fare for 
a commuter pass was about $8. 

Although cars were common at that 
time, Route 28 was the most direct way to 
get to Boston and it took about an hour, 
she said. 

And, yes, there were airplanes in those 
days, but not the big commuter planes 
like today. Her first airplane ride was in 
1929 in an open cockpit plane that flew 
over Boston. “For $5, you got a 15-minute 
ride in the air,’’ she said. 

Emmons continued to work for a few 
years after her marriage in 1934. But this 
wasn’t common, and she had to get per- 
mission from the bank. ‘‘In those days, 
women weren’t encouraged to work after 
marriage,’ Emmons said. Looking back, 
she says the Depression was probably the 
root of the philosophy that married wom- 

en shouldn’t take jobs from men. 

May Elander, another 1927 graduate of

Lots of people have fond memories of the time they have spent in 
Andover—whether they’re four-year residents or have lived here all their 
lives. These local residents took time from shopping at Shawsheen Plaza 
and relaxing at the senior center to share their favorites. 
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Famous people who call Andover home 


Andover has been home to a num- 
ber of people who became nationally 
famous. 

Many came to Andover to teach at 
Andover Theological Seminary or 
Phillips Academy. Others became 
famous after they left. 

From movie actors to writers, 
they put Andover on the map. 

Here is a list of famous people 
who have been a part of Andover’s 
history during the past 100 or so 
years: 

Harriet Beecher Stowe, 1811 to 
1896, abolitionist and author, lived at 
80 Bartlett St. in a home she called 
her ‘Stone Cabin” from 1852 to 1864. 
When she died her, body was 
brought back to Andover for burial. 

She arrived in Andover where her 
husband had a teaching post at An- 
dover Theological Seminary, fresh 
from her literary success and re- 
garded as America’s most famous 
woman. 

Her most famous work was ‘‘Un- 
cle Tom’s Cabin.’’ She started it on 
brown wrapping paper with chowder 
simmering on the stove and a baby 
sleeping in a basket at her feet while 
her five other children played about 
the house. With her first $10,000 
check from the book, she remodeled 
the barn-shaped building into a beau- 
tiful home. It was from her Andover 
home that she set off to Europe to 
meet Queen Victoria, Elizabeth Bar- 
rett Browning, Charles Dickens and 
Lady Byron. The family owned a 
wood-lot outside town for country ex-

cursions. 

She wrote a column, called ‘‘Our 
Charley” for the Andover Advertiser 
based on the antics of her youngest 
child she once described as ‘‘that 
little restless specimen of perpetual 
motion.”’ 

Tourists flocked to Andover for a 
glimpse of her and her home became 
a gathering spot for writers such as 
James Russell Lowell, Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, John Greenleaf Whit- 
tier and William Wordsworth Long- 
fellow. Former slave and abolitionist 
Frederick Douglass visited her in 
Andover. It was also while she lived 
in Andover that she went to meet

President Lincoln in Washington. 

She is buried at Chapel Cemetery 
near Rabbit Pond beside her hus- 
band, Ellis, and son, Henry. 

After she left Andover, her home 
was moved from Chapel Avenue to 
Bartlett Street and one of its rooms 
was used as the setting for the movie 
“Harriet” with Helen Hayes. 

Samuel Francis Smith, wrote 
“America’’ also known as “My 
Country Tis of Thee’’ while a student 
at Andover Theological Seminary in 
1831. The story goes that while he 
lived in a boarding house on Main 
Street, he went through a book of 
German songs and was inspired to 
write a patriotic hymn which he 
dashed off in a half-hour. The chair 
in which he sat while he wrote the 
song was handed down through the 
family and purchased by Phillips 
Academy in 1926. His boarding house 
is now known as America House. 

Job Abbott 1845-1896 is famous in 
Canada, where he helped build many 
bridges. He was one of the Abbott 
family progeny who left town in 1864 
for Canton, Ohio with a civil engi- 
neering degree from Harvard. There 
he laid out the city’s street patterns. 

He went to Toronto, Canada in 
1879 and set up the Toronto Bridge 
Co. to build railway and highway 
bridges. After working in other coun- 
tries, he returned to the United 
States for good in 1890 to work as a 
consulting engineer in New York. He 
died at his mother’s home in Andov- 


Elizabeth Stuart Phelps Ward, 1844- 
1911, was a prolific writer and well- 
known novelist in her day. She spent 
her girlhood in Andover with her fa- 
ther, Professor Austin Phelps, who 
taught at Andover Theological Semi- 
nary. In 1888, at the age of 44, she 
was married to Herbert Dickinson 
Ward and moved to Newton. 

But before she left she had started 
to write, becoming a literary sensa- 
tion almost overnight at the age of 25 
with her book, “The Gates Ajar” 
which was followed by ‘‘The Madon- 
na of the Tubs” in 1886 and many 
more. Some of her books contain ref- 
erences to her days in Andover. 

John Horne Burns, 1916-1953, was a 
noted author who died early in his 
career. The son of Mr. and Mrs. Jo- 
seph L. Burns, he grew up in Andov- 
er and graduated from Phillips Aca- 
demy and Harvard in 1933. He 
taught English at the Loomis School 
in Connecticut but left to join the 
U.S. Army in 1942 and served as an 
intelligence officer with the Allied 
Forces in Africa and Italy. 

His first novel, ‘‘The Gallery,” 
published in 1947 was chosen by the 
Saturday Review of Literature as 
the best war novel of the year. He 
died of a cerebral hemmorhage in 
Italy while at work on a fourth novel. 

Monro Leaf, 1905-1976, lived at 56 
Salem St. He wrote the classic chil- 
dren’s book, ‘“‘Ferdinand the Bull,”’ 
about a bull who would rather sniff 
flowers than fight. It was a contro-

versial book when first published 
and was attacked as being both com- 
munist and Facist. His other chil- 
dren books included ‘‘Wee Gillis,’ 
‘‘Noodle,’’ and a series that began 
with ‘“‘Manners Can Be Fun.”’ 

He and his family lived in Andov- 
er from 1955 through the 1960s. He 
taught for a year at Phillips Acade- 
my where he also coached sports for 
several seasons. 

Andrew Coburn, 56, of 3 Farrwood 
Drive, is a bestselling author of sev- 
en novels, many of them based in 
Lawrence, Boston and Andover. His 
most popular novels include ‘‘Sweet- 
heart,’’ ‘‘Love Nest’’ and ‘‘The Ba- 
bysitter.’’ He is a native of New En- 
gland with roots in Exeter, N.H. A 
Grae of Suffolk University and a 

ormer Eagle-Tribune reporter and 
city editor, he and his wife, Casey, 
have lived in Andover for 25 years 
and are the parents of four children. 

Pricilla Lane, movie actress during 
the 1940s and 1950s, lived on Hidden 
Road in Andover during the 1960s. 
She and her sisters, Lola and Rose- 
mary, sang, danced and acted in 
movies for 20 years. Her movies in- 
cluded ‘“‘The Meanest Man in the 
World,’”’ ‘‘Blues in the Night,” 
“Brother Rat,” and ‘Arsenic and 
old Lace.” 


Among her co-stars were Ronald 
Reagan, Jack Benny and Cary 
Grant. In California she met and 
married the late Joseph Howard, a 
Lawrence native, while he was in the 
Air Force. She dropped out of Holly- 
wood to move East in 1952. The How- 
ards settled in Andover and had four 
children. 

Mrs. Howard engrossed herself in 
small town life and became a Brow- 
nie leader, member of St. Augus- 
tine’s Mother’s Guild and host on 
Boston television shows. When her 
husband retired from the U.S. Air 
Force in 1971 the couple moved to 
Derry, N.H. where Mr. Howard 
owned Howard’s Grove on Big Island 
Pond where she still lives. 


Jay Leno, 38, Andover native who 


grew up on Clarke Road, has been 
one of the country’s hottest comics 
for the past three years. A graduate 
of Andover High Class of 1968, he is 
the son of Catherine and Angelo J. 
Leno. He has put Andover on the na- 
tional map with his playful jokes 
about his parents, his town and his 
growing up years. He is a permanent 
guest host for Johnny Carson and 
has appeared in prime time tele- 
vision specials. He got his start per- 
forming in Boston’s combat Zones 
after studying at Emerson College 
but gained famed on the comedy ci- 
cuit in the early 1980s. He makes fre-

quent trips back to town to visit fam- 
ily and friends. He lives in 
Hollywood Hills, Calif. with his wife, 
Mavis, a writer. 


Robert Urich, 41, is a Hollywood 
and television star who moved to 
town two years ago when he de- 
scribed himself as ‘‘just a hometown 
boy at heart.’’ Mr. Urich starred in 
“Spencer: For Hire,’’ ‘“Vegas” and 
many movies. Mr. Urich and wife, 
Heather, an actress best known for 
her role in the movie ‘‘The Sound of 
Music,’’ remodeled a 20-room house 
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on a 15-acre estate near Phillips Aca- 
demy. 

He got his big break in show busi- 
ness from Burt Reynolds who 
spotted him in a regional theater in 
Florida. The Urich children, Ryan, 
9, and Emily, 7, attend St. Augus- 
tine’s parochial school. Although Mr. 
Urich’s television series was 
cancelled this year, the family plans 
to stay in Andover where Mrs. Urich 
has joined school and community or- 
ganizations. 


K.C. Jones 56, of Celtics fame, 
lived on Dascomb Road with his 
wife, Beverly, and five children for 
several years. Mr. Jones was the 
longtime defensive standout for the 
Celtics and was on eight National 
Basketball Association 
championship teams in his nine-year 
stint with the team which began in 
1958. He returned in 1983 as Celtic 
head coach. While an Andover resi- 
dent, his son starred in basketball at 
Andover High. 


William Buckner, 38, baseball play- 
er, has had a home in Andover for 
several years. He moved here while 
he played for four years with the 
Boston Red Sox. Dropped from the 
team in 1987, he now plays for the 
Kansas City Royals. He and his wife, 
Jody, live on McDonald’s Circle. 
They are active in town and lead a 
charity fund-raising auction.

Punchard High and lifetime And- 
over resident, recollected past times 
in Andover. 

A scarlet fever epidemic threat- 
ened to cancel her graduation cere- 
monies. Luckily, two students— 
Annetta Wrigley and Helen Saun- 
ders—successfully petitioned to go 
forth with the commencement, 
which took place outside on the 
school lawn, Elander said. 

After high school, she pursued col- 
lege and a career. In regard to job 
discrimination, she said ‘‘it was en- 
tirely different then, but you didn’t 
think anything about it because 
that’s the way it was.”’ 

Her father, Carl, owned Elander’s, 
a men’s clothing store on Main 
Street. Being a tailor, he made the 
suits himself until the 1920s, when he 
added commercial clothing to his in- 
ventory. 

Since most clothing was wool, it 
had to be dry cleaned, and pressing 
was a big item, Elander said. She 
noted that it was particularly popu- 
lar among students at Phillips Aca- 
demy in the early 1900s. An agent 
would sell tickets, valid for one 
term, on a commission basis, she 
said, and it included a pick up and 
delivery service. 

Thinking back, Elander listed 
some other businesses located on 
Main Street in the early part of the 
century—Hillar’s Dry Goods Store, 
which later became Irma Beane’s 
Dry Goods Store; Buchan Francis 
Furniture Store; the Cross Coal Co., 
where customers placed orders and 
paid bills for coal and wood; and 
Burns Clothing Co.

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She also recalled that in the early 
1900s door-to-door service was often 
available. The grocery man frorn lo- 
cal stores like Campion’s or Smith & 
Manning would go to homes, take or- 
ders and then deliver the products a 
few days later. Thinking back, she 
remembered Mr. Thiras, who came 
to homes in his wagon and sold fruit, 
and the butcher, Mr. Collins. This 
type of service, she said, was helpful 
for housewives who didn’t have 
transportation. 

1925 was the year Elander got her 
Massachusetts driver’s license, and 
she told the story as if it happened 
yesterday. She was lucky because 
she only had to drive around the 
square, she said. A youngster ran 
into the square during her test, forc- 
ing her to hit the brake. Since she 
didn’t stall the car, the man testing 
her said he trusted her driving abili- 
ty and didn’t make her finish the 
road test—stopping and starting on a 
hill and turning around and parking 
without touching the curb. 

In 1947, after three years of being 
on a waiting list, Elander bought her 
first car, a red Dodge Coupe.

As we try to elbow our 
way down the deck we bump into 
George Pothier, Andover’s cele- 
brated handy man, talking to his 
across-the-street neighbor Hyman 
Krinsky. 

Festive boards have been set up in 
the main dining area, of course, and 
though big for Andover, the crowd 
isn’t overwhelming for the Q. Other 
smorgasbords have been located at 
strategic points to fend off hunger. 
Gathered around one salad bar we 
note several groupings you may re- 
member. The pharmacists have 
gathered, and Dan Hartigan, accom- 
panied by Jimmy Sullivan, is talking 
with Charley Dalton and Bill Sim- 
eone.

The guttural, booming voice in the 
corner belongs to Heinrich Rohr- 
bach, popular Andover arborist, who

Bessie Goldsmith is 
standing next to Louise. There are a 
couple of telephone operators who 
helped handle the New England 
Telephone Co. switchboards when 
their offices were in the Musgrove 
Building.

Seated in a row of deck chairs, 
waiting for something to happen, are 
Rod Hill of Hill’s Hardware next to 
his son Dana, Bob Reddish and Ar- 
thur Bliss.

Lincoln Giles just came aboard, 
and he laughingly took a bow for the 
ideas with which he transformed 
and modernized a large section of 
the business community. His most 
notable facelifts were the Colonial 
Center on North Main Street and 
creation of Old Andover Village at 
the municipal parking area. 


Sampling low powered coolers is a 
gathering of realtors. To be seen in 
this group are Beverly Darling, Mrs.

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Andover Yesterday And Today 


Town remembers rich history, notable events, yearly changes

There has been a consistency 
about Andover keeping pace with 
the times during its over three cen- 
turies of existence. 

As farming was the initial source 
of revenue at the founding of the 
town in 1646, today Andover is filled 
with modern, high-tech industries in 
areas of the community designed to 
tastefully accommodate rapid indus- 
trial development over the past 
quarter century. 

In between, of course, the town 
was the locale for major textile con- 
cerns when that industry provided 
the economic base for the area. 

Andover’s education system has 
had continued support over the 
years and continues to be a prime 
attraction for new residents. En- 
hanced with the presence of Phillips 
Academy with which Abbot Acade- 
my merged, residents have been

have responded to needs for modern 
housing and up-to-date facilities 
when requested. 

The town has patriotically re- 
sponded to calls for the preservation 
of liberty from the Revolution to the 
Vietnam War. Many made the su- 
preme sacrifice in the two world 
wars of this century as well as the 
Korean conflict and Vietnam War. 

From time to time, town meeting 
debates at length on the adoption of 
the annual budget which this year 
was $50.5 million, a far cry from the 
municipal expenditures of 1897— 
$93,500. 

The reputation for frugality and 
thorough examination of municipal 
costs probably stems form the early 
settlers who obtained the Andover 
territory for six pounds and a coat 
from Cushamache, the sagame of 
the Massachusetts Indian tribe in 
May of 1646. 

Originally the settlement by set- 
tlers from the Newbury, Byfield 
area was in what was termed the 
North Parish, known today as North 
Andover. 

South Parish developed later, and 
in 1855 the two sections were divided 
on the location of a fire truck ap- 
proved for purchase at town mceet- 
ing. Residents of each parish wanted 
the new protective wagon to be lo- 
cated in their section. The issue was 
finally resolved when those in the 
North Parish decided to allow what 
is now Andover to have the vehicle 
and to petition the legislature to 
form their own community. 

Andover’s growth has been a

steady one during the century in 
which The TOWNSMAN has served 
the community, something which is 
evident in the growth of the newspa- 
per itself, which started as eight 
pages and now averages 96 every 
week. 

Among the major news items in 
that initial year of The TOWNSMAN 
was the initiation of the delivery of 
mail matter under the direction of 
then Postmaster William Goldsmith. 
The Lawrence, Lowell and Haverhill 
Street Railway was granted appro- 
val to install rails and initiate trolley 
service between Andover and Low- 
ell. 

It is apparent from gleaning old 
TOWNSMAN copies that public 
transportation in those days was the 
method for getting from place to 
place. A couple of years later, anoth- 
er public transit firm was given ap- 
proval to install tracks from Elm 
Square to Ballardvale and on to 
Tewksbury. Even later, the ‘‘elec- 
trics,”’ as they were called, were 
given permission to run a route to 
and from Reading from the square. 

With the advent of the automobile 
in later years, public transportation 
would dwindle to almost nothing. To- 
day only a few trains go to and from 
Boston on a daily basis; Boston bus 
transportation is not as frequent as 
it once was and local bus service for 
the Greater Lawrence area is also 
less frequent and not as well patron- 
ized as in years past. 

It is interesting to note that among 
the many characteristics which 
mark the Andover community is an 
ever-present awareness of conserva- 
tion and environment. 

As early as 1898 the town recog- 


nized the need for preserving land in 
the center of the community, then 
unaware of the eventual building 
which would ultimately take place. 
It was at town meeting in that year 
that voters approved the acquisition 
of the so-called Richardson property 
at Bartlet and Chestnut streets for a 
town park. 

That park has been a municipal 
facility dedicated to recreation since 
that time and used in this modern 
era for concerts, movies, arts and 
crafts festivals. 

The park has been refurbished 
from time to time, the most recent 
being with the conversion of what 
was once East Junior High school 
into the municipal building. 

The only other major work done in 
the park was during the Rogers 
Brook construction period. 

Rogers Brook was a somewhat 
peaceful stream which ran from 
Rabbit Pond on the grounds of Phil- 
lips Academy to the Shawsheen Riv- 
er behind Dundee Park. 

But in the springtime, or during 
heavy rains, the once-peaceful 
stream poured over into cellars 
along its path and inundated the 
park. 

The town and state in the late 1950s 
spent millions of dollars to encase 
the brook throughout its path. 

It still occasionally makes its pres- 
ence known when heavy water flow 
results in some runoff popping 
through a catch basin on Central 
Street. 

Conservation remains a prime 
consideration of Andover residents 
today. A conservation commission 
faces more responsiblity in the 
building on wetlands areas, but also 


continues its quest for land for pro- 
tection of the watershed area. 

Along with the Andover Village 
Improvement Society, the conserva- 
tion group holds hundreds of acres 
for conservation as well as recre- 
ational use. 

AVIS trains volunteer overseers to 
maintain its reservations, the larg- 
est of which is Deer Jump Reserva- 
tion along the shores of the 
Merrimack River. 

Much of the AVIS property was 
acquired through the efforts of the 
late Harold Rafton, whose conserva- 
tion efforts were not solely confined 
to Andover itself. The fact that Den 
Rock Park in Lawrence-North And- 
over is still undeveloped is due in no 
small part to Rafton’s lobbying ef- 
forts when various projects were 
proposed for the area. 

Recognized with awards for his 
dedication to conservation, Rafton’s 
favorite was always the naming of 
the AVIS reservation off High Plain 
Road in his honor. A sort of winter- 
fest is held annually on a Sunday 
with many people remembering 
Harold through a stroll through the 
woodlands on snowshoes, his favor- 
ite mode of winter transportation. 

While the area will be wrestling 
with a new area code for telephone 
use, it is interesting to note that in 
1900 the town reached a significant 
milestone with the installation of the 
75th telephone. 

That year, the fire station and 
Andover Savings Bank also had sim- 
ilar service installed. 

Telephones have had an interest- 
ing history in Andover. 

Up until the 1940s calling Andover

You can trust us to fill your prescription with the utmost accuracy. always 
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from any of the surrounding commu- 
nities was a toll call and operator-as- 
sisted. 

For instance if you wanted to call 
a relative in Andover from North 
Andover, you would dial 0 and ask 
the operator for 621W. 

The switchboard was located in 
the Musgrove Building, and it is said 
that the operators were well aware 
of the happenings in Andover. 

Direct dialing and removal of the 
toll came in the late 40s. 

In 1958, New England Telephone 
and Telegraph built a new building 
for modernized equipment which, 
when placed in service, became 
known as the Greenleaf Exchange, 
allowing access to the country and 
the world from homes and business- 


es. 

The thousands of phones now oper- 
ating in Andover were originally 
served by the ‘‘475” designation; 
“470”? was added later to accommo- 
date growth and has been increased 
even further in more recent years. 

The town’s water system has been 
in the news almot constantly over 
the years, with the report in the 
summer of 1901 that the engine at 
the pumping station had to be kept 
running all night due to a consump-

Today, a modern water treatment 
plant off Lowell Street process mil- 
lions of gallons of water daily to 
serve industrial and_ residential 
needs of the community, with the 
ability to assist surrounding commu- 
nities when necessary. 

The plant is the result of systemat- 
ic improvements to the town’s water 
system that were necessitated by 
drought conditions in the 1950s. 

A master plan for water system 
improvements was developed and 
funds approved annually by town 
meeting for implementation. 

The initial major improvement in 
maintaining an adequate reservoir 
was the installation of a damn at the 
mouth of Fish Brook. The dam cap- 
tures water from the brook and 
pumps it into Haggetts Pond, the 
town’s only reservoir. 

With the assistance of federal 
funding, the water treatment plant 
went on line in the mid-1960s. It takes 
water from the Merrimack River, 
processes and purifies it, and places 
it in Haggetts, where it is aerated 
before entering the town’s water 
system. 

The plant is currently undergoing 
its second expansion and moderniza- 
tion process with the inclusion of 
ozonation which will further purify 
water supplied to townspeople. 

The TOWNSMAN is somewhat re- 
sponsible for the creation of one of 
Andover’s most popular summer 
recreational spots—Pomps Pond. 

In 1910 the newspaper advocated 
the use of the old water hole as a 
swimming beach. A few years later 


the paper conducted a combined 
promotion and fund-raising effort 
that resulted in accumulating over 
$900 to erect some changing tents 
and to pay a couple of lifeguards. 
The pond opened to the public in Au- 
gust of 1913. 

The pond gets its name from Pom- 
pey Lovejoy, who with his wife, 
Rose, lived on the shores of the pond 
in the late 1750s. 

Pompey was a black servant of 
Capt. William Lovejoy; Rose, the 
servant of John Foster. The two 
made election cake and root beer for 
voters on town meeting day. 

Pompey was said to have lived to 
over 100 years old. 

George Washington trained troops 
in the area where the Memorial Bell 
Tower now stands on Phillips Acade- 
my. He also stayed in Andover over- 
night at a house on Elm Street 
across from Whittier. The home 
bears a plaque noting this historical 
significance. 

In the past century, Andover has 
been visited by Presidents William 
Howard Taft and Calvin Coolidge, 
who were participating in ceremo- 
nies at PA. 

In 1980, shortly after his inaugura- 
tion, Vice President George Bush 
was honored by his alma mater, 
Phillips Academy, at a day-long cel- 
ebration on the campus. Bush also 
visited the campus a year ago. The- 
odore Roosevelt, who was not presi- 
dent at the time, visited his son in 
1913 who was a student at Phillips 
Academy. 

John F. Kennedy—then aspiring 
toward that office but seeking re- 
election as U.S. senator—was given 
a rousing reception when he spoke in 
front of Memorial Auditorium. And- 
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over Atty. Joseph Sullivan of the 
town Democratic Committee got the 
crowd going with his prophetic intro- 
duction of Kennedy as future presi- 
dent. 

Much controversy surrounded the 
purchase of the town’s first fire 
truck in 1912. 

Principal commentary by those 
opposed to the emergency vehicle 
was that ‘‘although it was pretty to 
look at, it seemed a luxury we can- 
not afford.’ 

But the town proceeded to expend 
the $7,000 to purchase the equip- 
ment, the cost being considerably 
different from the most recent appa- 
ratus purchase, which was over 
$100,000 and paid for with funds sup- 
plied by two annual town meetings. 

The fire station in its modern 
quarters on N. Main Street is also 
far different from those of years 
gone by. 

Originally located on Park Street, 
where the municipal parking is now, 
the station was literally a “fire 
barn” where horses and wagons 
were kept to respond to fires. The 
department was mostly composed of 
“call firemen,’’ who were sum- 
moned to the station by the sounding 
of a horn from the fire alarm sys- 
tem. 

The horn was also the source of 
timing as it was tested at 8 a.m. and 
6 p.m. Sometimes it was used to 
sound curfew and during World War 
II was the air raid siren. 

With the obtaining of motorized 
and heavy equipment, the cellar of 
the old Park Street station resem- 
bled a forest with the continued 
building of wooden supports to 
strengthen the apparatus deck. 

The horn was silenced, and the de- 


partment moved to the public safety 
center in the early 1960s. 

The Ballardvale fire station, built 
at about the turn of the century, was 
supplemented further during the 
past decade with the addition of the 
West Andover station to allow quick- 
er response to an area which grew 
rapidly during this period. 

Just as an aside at this point, it 
should be pointed out that in 1902, 
when a special banquet was held in 
Town Hall, the town house on Main 
Street with its auditorium, etc., was 
filled with over 300 people who were 
introduced to, according to The 
TOWNSMAN, “a new preparation 
known as shredded wheat.” 

A couple of significant events oc- 
curred a few years apart, dealing 
with a man who would have a great 
influence on Andover’s history. 

In 1899, William M. Wood was 
elected treasurer of a new woolen 
trust, comprising almost all of the 
woolen mills in New England. 

Several years later, in 1916, Wood 
acquired the property between old 
Frye Village mill and the railroad 
track on the north side of Haverhill 
Street. 

This, of course, was to become the 
site of Wood’s dream village of 
Shawsheen. 

While industrial growth of And- 
over is dealt with in other sections of 
this centennial edition, it is pertinent 
to note that Wood and his dream 
were a dramatic influence on And- 
over. 

His ‘‘dream village’ consisted of 
the Shawsheen Mills plant still in op- 
eration on Haverhill Street, although 
now considerably diversified from 
its original intent of textile produc- 
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tion, and the general offices of the 
American Woolen Co., of which he 
was president, down the street a bit 
from the mills. Here, executive of-

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enjoyment of many people. 

Andover Companies, a major in- 
fluence in the insurance industry, 
would ultimately take over the Bal- 
moral Spa building along with the 
building at N. Main and Poore 
streets for its operations. Originally 
assuming just the Spa building it- 
self, the insurance firm would later 
make major additions to the struc- 
ture but retain the original architec- 
tural theme. 

Wood also placed on the green a 
small stone hut reminiscent of Gen. 
George Washington’s headquarters 
at Valley Forge, the building in 
more recent years being given to the 
Andover company of the militia for 
its headquarters. 

Wood’s dream was caused origi- 
nally by the death of a son in an au- 
tomobile accident and by the 
unforeseen or unaccountable growth 
of a community and a country. 

The village itself, which was to be 
a controlled growth development, 
simply grew beyond expectations. 
The garages, one on N. Main Street, 
the other on Haverhill Street, simply 
did not anticipate the popularity and 
availability to the general public of 
the automobile, thus were outgrown 
in accommodation early on. 

Fortunately, the mill buildings be- 
came adaptable to the Raytheon Co. 
in the mid 1950s for the production of 
its Hawk missile system. And, while 
it presented problems relating to 
traffic and parking in the village, 
basically the town and the area were 
happy to have the firm occupying 
the massive industrial space. 

In 1968, Raytheon would make a 
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decision to build a new plant in West 
Andover and go before an Andover 
town meeting as well as state au- 
thorities to assist them in the pro- 
ject. 

At the largest town meeting held 
in the community, conducted on a 
hot August night in the Case Cage at 
Phillips Academy, approval was 
given for all the zoning, utility exten- 
sions and road construction nec- 
essary to accommodate the move to 
the intersection of Route 93 at Low- 
ell Street. 

It is significant that Raytheon 
dropped out of first place in the top 
10 taxpayers of Andover for one 
year, bowing to Gillette Co., which 
had opened up the Lowell Junction 
Industrial area a year previous to 
the completion of the West Andover 
Raytheon plant. 

Industrial growth just seemed to 
mushroom after these two major de- 
velopments. 

But it did not come easy for either 
the town or those who would become 
industrial neighbors. 

There was a large tract of land in 
West Andover dedicated and zoned 
for industrial use and for which 
funds had been provided through 
town meeting to furnish water and 
sewer lines at considerable cost. 

Hwelett-Packard Co. was the first 
to express an interest in locating 
there and pledged its corporate in- 
terest in the property known as the 
Shattuck Farm land. 

Corn fields grew and were reaped 
before a solid commitment was re- 
ceived from H-P to move to Andover 
and participate in the development 
of utilities to the company, which ul- 
timately opened up the area to the 
industrial development of the entire

West Andover Industrial Park. 

Shattuck Farm is an interesting 
reflection in itself. 

Now the site of prominent high- 
tech modern industry, the farm was 
for years a mecca for persons young 
and old to gather for a story or two 
around the pot belly stove in olden 
days, but in later years for home- 
made ice cream on a hot summer 
night under lights with the ice cream 
cone, sundae or soda being handed 
out through a sliding screen with a 
few winged insects buzzing around. 

Many an Andover family can re- 
late to that scene, for the lines were 
long, the wait a bit tedious at times, 
but the tasteful treat its own reward. 

As mentioned previously, Andover 
has never failed to respond to its pa- 
triotic responsibility. 

In the Revolution, the town sup- 
plied men for the battle of Concord 
and Lexington. The town produced a 
powder mill to supply ammunition. 

Thus, it was almost self-evident 
that with World War I hovering in 
1917, Andover at all levels began to 
react. 

As town meeting adopted a resolu- 
tion commending President Wood- 
row Wilson for his ‘‘uncompromising 
stand is severing diplomatic rela- 
tions’’ with Germany, Phillips Aca- 
demy substituted military training 
for compulsory athletics. 

As the first Andover draft contin- 
gent of 20 men reported to Camp De- 
vens in Ayer for training, all plants 
in Andover swore in overseers as 
special constables as a precaution- 
ary measure. PA cadets made their 
first appearance in a dress parade. 

The following year, Liberty Loan 
Drives surpassed their goals for the 
war effort, a characteristic which 
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would be repeated during World War 
II Bond Drives. 

Tyer Rubber Co. was making gas 
masks as part of the defense effort, 
and Phillips conducted a sumrner 
training camp. 

Finally, on Nov. 11, 1918, at 3:50 
a.m, bells began to ring throughout 
the town signaling the end to the 
war. Shortly thereafter a sponta- 
neous parade started in Elm 
Square: at 5 a.m. the academy boys 
staged a torchlight parade; there 
were early morning speeches at the 
town house, and in the evening spe- 
cial church services. 

The following day about 3,000 peo- 
ple participated in a parade. There 
were 630 stars in the Andover serv- 
ice flag, denoting the number of 
Andover respondents to the call for 
defense of freedom. 

There would be a similar reaction 
following the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor Dec. 7, 1941, which 
plunged the country into World War 
II 


Andover sent large draft quotas; 
rationing was rigidly enforced; 
plane spotters were recruited and 
worked around the clock; blackouts 
and practice air raid drills were con- 
ducted. 

Tyer Rubber was awarded the 
Army-Navy ‘‘E”’ flag for excellence 
in war production. Marland Mills on 
lee Street produced Army blan- 

ets. 

And, in the community itself, the 
War Service Committee was formed 
to assist servicemen and their fami- 
lies in time of need and to find ways 
to comfort those serving overseas 
and let them know that those back 
home appreciated and cared about

tnelr sacrifices. 

As at the end of WWI, the conclu- 
sion of World War II in 1945 brought 
about celebration and tenuous await- 
ing of arrival home of those who had 
served. Church services gave thanks 
for the end of a most difficult period. 

Several Andover residents gave 
their lives in that war, and their 
names are listed elsewhere in this 
edition. 

The same is true of those who sac- 
rificed and served in both the Ko- 
rean and Vietnam wars, but unlike 
many other communities, Andover 
has made memorial tribute to those 
people as well with memorials at the 
Ballardvale Green, where annually, 
on Veterans and Memorial days, 
Andover veterans organizations, rel- 
atives and friends remember those 
who served and sacrificed. 

This past year, a special tribute 
was paid to a popular local man who 
gave his life in Vietnam through the 
dedication of a new playground in 
West Andover. The new play area, 
which accommodates hundreds of 
youngsters who can enjoy a variety 
of athletic and recreational endeav- 
ors, is dedicated to the memory of 
Warren Deyermond, a former And- 
over High School athlete who lost his 
life during Vietnam. 

It is in many ways the manner in 


which Andover has paid trubute 
over the years and is probably best 
exemplified by the “Street of Memo- 
rial Flags,” a recent tribute created 
by the Cornmittee for Patriotic Holi- 
days, which originated the idea sev- 
eral years ago of displaying the 
American flag which is placed on 
the casket of a deceased veteran. 
Families who donate the flag, which 
is flown on patriotic holidays, are 
listed in the Veterans Service office 
as a permanent record of their con- 
tribution to the town and the mem- 
ory of the deceased perpetuated 
through the celebration of the partic- 
ular holiday. 

Memorial Auditorium, which has 
housed many a town meeting as well 
as theatrical presentation, is ded- 
icated to the veterans of all wars and 
is the focal point of the town’s an- 


‘ nual Memorial Day observance. 


It was part of the Punchard High 
construction project initiated in 1935 
and was literally rescued during the 
planning of the new junior high con- 
struction project in the 1970s. Con- 
siderable controversy and debate 
surrounded the siting of the new 
school, with some advocating tear- 
ing down the old building with Me- 
morial Auditorium as part of it. 

Saving of the auditorium was 
championed by the late Selectman 
Edward M. Harris, and as a tribute 
the new flag pole in front of the mu- 
nicipal building was made a memo- 
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rial to him. 

The building itself, which had ad- 
ditions placed over the years and 
was originally a high school, was 
eventually saved from the wrecker’s 
ball, renovated and converted into 
the municipal office building, consol- 
idating all town departments, in- 
cluding schools. 

Through the years Andover has 
had its battles with storms, among 
the most notable prior to 1978, the 
great blizzard of 1898. 

A two-day storm began on Feb. 4, 
and dropped over two feet of snow on 
the town before ending. While the 
snowfall was substantial in itself, it 
was the gale force winds which 
caused the major problems, 50 mph 
winds whipping drifts eight to 12 feet 
and virtually paralyzing the town. 

Snow rollers, used in place of to- 
day’s modern plows, had a difficult 
time clearing the roads. The rollers, 
purchased a year earlier, were 
abandoned the following year, being 
considered dangerous and ‘‘horse- 
killers” because many of the mem- 
bers of the four-horse hitch used to 
pull the rollers succumbed to the 
burden of hauling the heavy equip- 
ment in winter weather. 

The blizzard of 1978, 80 years lat- 
er, also lasted two days and shut the 
town down, although the entire state 
was ordered closed by Gov. Duka- 
kis. It began late on a Monday and 
concluded late Tuesday. 
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When stores were allowed to re- 
open on Wednesday, bread and milk 
supplies disappeared rapidly. 

Town crews, supplemented by 
hired machinery and manpower, did 
a rapid job of cleaning up after the 
storm, getting the town moving 
again in a matter of a day or two. 
Schools remained closed for a week, 
and Phillips students came down- 
town to assist in shoveling out elder- 
ly complexes and in _ general 
volunteering their assistance to the 
town. 

Other storms of note included 
floods, the worst being in 1936 when 
the Shawsheen River initially went 
over its banks and_ inundated 
Shawsheen and Marland villages. A 
short time later the Merrimack Riv- 
er overflowed, backing the 
Shawsheen River further, and re- 
sulting in the area all the way to the 
dam on Stevens Street being under 
water. 

Floods of more recent years have 
presented the town problems relat- 
ing to its sewer system. 

Twice within the past five years 
the Shawsheen caused flooding 
along N. Main Street and in the Hav- 
erhill Street, Riverina Road area. 

The sewerage pumping station on 
Riverina Road had to be constantly 
pumped during the peak high water 
marks in order to keep the town’s

“Because of her pride in the past, be 
she has often been called ‘smug,’ an 
unpleasant and unpoetical word to be 
describe one with her aesthetic tu 


sense. However, her actions have 
sometimes been deserving of the 
term. But how, then, to explain her 
compassion, even her tenderness? 

. There is a burning within her to 
be a little better, to more nearly ap- 
proach an Utopian state.” 

Utopia, that mythical place in- 
vented by Sir Thomas More in the 
16th century, is a state that Andover 
has seemed since its founding to be 
reaching toward; that far-off ideal, a 
patriarchal, democratic place where 
ostentatious display of wealth is 
shunned, that no one ever dare say 
they have achieved, lest they be- 
come lazy and, yes, smug. 

One.townsman, however, was un- 
daunted, and truly tried to create a 
modern Utopian village. He was Wil- 
liam Wood, president of the Ameri- 
can Woolen Co., which opened the 
Shawsheen Mills at York and Hav- 
erhill streets in the 1920s. 

Shawsheen was Mr. Wovd’s 
dream village — a place where peo- 
ple could work, live and recreate in 
perfectly planned splendor. Brick 
houses were built around a central 
plan, with the mills rising promi- 
nently from a spot along the river. 

Mr. Wood’s planning left nothing 
to chance. 


The original houses did not have 
garages, for Mr. Wood thought them 
unnecessary. He instead built a com- 
munal garage that could accommo- 
date hundreds of vehicles. The wool 
baron also owned three farms in 
West Andover, which supplied fruit 
and vegetables to the people of 
Shawsheen and sold the surplus at

But it may be the little things that 
best illustrate the changes of a cen- 
tury: 

— In the past 100 years, Andover 
has lost its trolley cars, its movie 
house and its textile business. It has 
gained a municipal water and sewer 
system, telephone service and a rep- 
utation as a pleasant, upper-class 
suburb. 

The town’s water system will be 
100 years old next year. Until the 
pipes were laid, wells supplied 
household needs. Phillips Academy 
used its own pond to supply water for

$20,000 to build a municipal sewer 
system. Many of the same pipes are 
still in use today. 

— Telephone service followed the 
next year. Some 600 subscribers paid 
between $25 and $57 for “‘the very 
best long distance service to include 
Lawrence calls.’’ It was not until the 
1950s that residents could dial their 
own telephones. Until then, opera- 
tors connected all callers to each 
other. 

— In 1903, the U.S. Postal Service 
began a free rural delivery service. 
This year, the Andover post office is 
moving to a new location on Stevens 


funeral director. Wakes and vigils 
were more frequently conducted at 
the funeral home and obituaries 
were frequently given front-page 
display. 

- The desire to commemorate An- 
dover’s Civil War dead and, at the 
same time, provide a community li- 
brary, dovetailed in the construction 
of the Memorial Hall Library. Built 
in 1873, the library was expanded in 
the 1940s and the 1960s. A third ex- 
pansion project is under way now, a 
project that includes the renovation 
of Memorial Hall,-a showcase for 
plaques bearing the names of those 
killed in the Civil War. 
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Jack Moynihan, a former editor of 
the Townsman, wrote this for “An- 
dover — What It Was, What It Is” in 
1946. 

I dare say I was the most home- 
sick soldier in the entire Army. So if 
I confine my remarks to the way An- 
dover servicemen felt about the old 
town during our most recent Arma- 
geddon, I can qualify as a gilt-edge, 
preferred stock, five-star-with-oak- 
leaf-cluster authority on the subject. 

We missed Andover’s democracy 
the most. It wasn’t only the much- 
publicized ‘‘caste system’’ of the 
services, but the way people live in 
other countries. Despite what the 
professors tell us, the world is still 
full of little guys who ‘‘know their 
place.”’ They leave their government 
to the people of wealth and family, 
they view a high school education as 
an ostentatious way of putting on the 
dog, and they stand on the curb and 
tip their hat when the mayor’s car 
goes by. 

We recognized that Andover isn’t 
like that. When a Cadillac goes by in 
this neighborhood, you have to look 
twice to see if it’s transporting the 
bank president or the union presi- 
dent. When Gene Lovely picks his 
valedictorian at Punchard, he 
doesn’t have to look up the genealo- 
gy tables first to make sure the kid’s 
family came over on the right boat. 

And when we have a town meet- 
ing, any ex-Kilroy can rise up in his 
wrath and tell the town fathers to go 
blow it out of their town reports. 

There were other things we

missed. Roads, for instance, good 
solid macadam roads that led 
straight to any town you pointed the 
car for, and didn’t degenerate into a 
morass of mud and broken bricks 
after the first half-mile. 

And Andover’s innocent little non- 
malarial mosquitoes, that didn’t 
land you in the hospital with the 
sweats and ‘frets. Inside plumbing. 
Electric light and power. Eateries 
and drinkeries that weren’t out to 
displace Joe’s last franc.

partners since 1778 


ANDOVER — When townspeople 
want to view some art or listen to a 
symphony performance, they have 
to go no further than Phillips Acade- 
my. 

The private prep school on Main 
Street and the town have been good 
friends for more than 200 years. 

“Historically, the school and the 
town have endured and grown up to- 
gether,’’ said Christopher L. Shaw, 
assistant to the headmaster and di- 
rector of public information. 

He said the most recent example 
of town and school cooperation was 
in April when Andover voters gave 
Phillips Academy the approval it 
needed to convert some of the Aca- 
demy’s historic buildings to apart- 
ments. 

“That was a combined effort, 
since the vote required a two-thirds 
majority of the people. There was no 
way the Pinkerton Academy faculty 
could have done that. It required 
working 100 percent together,’’ said 
Mr. Shaw. 

He said the school welcomes the 
townspeople to its campus for free 
concerts and art shows. 

Local musicians also actually par- 
ticipate in the school’s music pro- 
gram. 

‘‘There is a wonderful 
relationship back and forth,’ said 
Mr. Shaw.

He said Phillips also allows town 
groups to use its facilities, including 
the hockey rink, independent of the 
Phillips Academy students. 

He said local youth also partici- 
pate in a soccer camp at Phillips. 

Mr. Shaw said that Phillips is also 
a day school. 

“We have a very large number of 
Andover children that come to Phil- 
lips Academy...we have 250 day stu- 
dents here every year. We draw pre- 
dominantly from Andover, 
Lawrence, North Reading and Me- 
thuen,”’ he said. 

The cooperative spirit between 
the town and its private school was 
present right from the start. 

When the school was 100 years old, 
the trustees invited the townspeople 
to join the birthday celebration. 

Histories report that the town 
“gratefully accepted the invitation 
tendered’’ and collected more than 
$2,000 in private donations to help 
pay for the Centennial celebration. 

When Phillips Academy cele- 
brated its Bicentennial 100 years lat- 
er, then Headmaster Theodore R. 
Sizer told townspeople ‘“‘We are 
grateful to be in this town rather 
than other towns. There is a spirit 
here which, during Phillips Acade- 
my’s 200 years and Abbot Acdemy’s 
150 years, has nurtured these two 
academies.”’ .

visiting a eek shop at the 
corner of Park and Bartlet streets, 
where Uncle Dan would often take 
me for a walk as a youngster. 

Or, the Andover tradition of break- 
ing open a coconut en route to the 
Memorial Day parade. 

The frequent trips as a youth to 
“‘Pete’s’”” (known as the Andover 
Spa) for homemade ice cream on a 
hot summer day. 

During the World War II years we 
would attend an annual carnival 
conducted under the leadership of 
Hal Wennik, assisted by Charley Mc- 
Cullom, J. Everett Collins and oth- 
ers, for the benefit of a special 
veterans’ fund, to assure those from 
Andover serving in the war effort 
were remembered by the folks back 
home. 

On several occasions I won gro- 
cery bags at some of the booths, 
some stuffed animals and generally 
wound up getting sick riding the 
whip. 

And in those younger years we’d 
sit under an old apple tree at the 
homestead, enjoying cookouts and 
other events. The old tree survived 
the 1938 hurricane but, sapped by 
years we suppose, Hurricane Carol 
did it in 1954. 

One of the things that I could nev- 
er fathom is why parents somehow

whacked the posterior of a loving 
cherub as a relief to their frustra- 
tions or anxieties. 

As an example, I recall a rather 
regular activity which took place on 
Sunday when Uncle John would pick 
me up and go to Verrette’s restau- 
rant in Elm Square for a late break- 
fast. On one particular occasion the 
fire horn blasted away on Park 
Street, and we responded with the 
apparatus to a house fire on a dirt 
road in West Andover. 

The ladder truck got mired in mud 
and required the services of a winch 
from the Percy Dole Riggers firm to 
remove it and reopen the road. 

Home several hours after the 
usual noontime return, I got a whack 
in the posterior, John was admo- 
nished before any explanation could 
be given and then everybody 
laughed. 

There were trips to the playstead 
and the playfield in Shawsheen to ice 
skate during the winter months, the 
town flooding the football field, 
while American Woolen Co. supplied 
the ice in Shawsheen. 

There was the annual venture to 
the playstead to see Punchard de- 
feat Johnson on Thanksgiving Day, 
but it was always a good time and a 
good game. Even though we North 
Andover natives lost on a regular 
basis, it was a lot of fun. 

And, as a member of the Johnson 
High School Band, there was a cer-

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tain bit of pride marching out on the 
field on Thanksgiving Day, pounding 
away at a bass drum or clanging the 
cymbals as part of the “‘traditional 
game.”’ 

There were trips to Memorial Au- 
ditorium to witness stunt night, or 
amateur night as it later became 
known. 

And, as the maturing process be- 
gan, there was some dancing at the 
Crystal Ballroom in Shawsheen, now 
the site of offices for automobile 
rental agencies on Haverhill Street. 

There are other memories, such 
as the so-called ‘‘Troop Trains”’ dur- 
ing World War II. 

The first Tuesday of every month, 
those who were drafted from the 
Andover, North Andover and Box- 
ford area would assemble at the 
Andover depot to be taken to the 
Boston Army Base for processing. 

Large gathering were on hand, in- 
cluding my father and some of the 
“guys” from the drug store in North 
Andover to see them off, wish them 
well and hope for a safe, happy re- 
turn. 

As the train approached the And- 
over station, the windows of the 
Tyer Rubber Co. would be open, 
whether it was winter or summer, 
and the workers would wave well 
wishes to the boys as they went off to 
war. 

They were difficult times, but it 
was a time when caring and sharing 
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predominated. 

Those were the early years and 
were an unknowing predecessor to 
my professional career, which would 
find me actively involved in the And- 
over scene, first as the Andover re- 
porter for The Lawrence Eagle- 
Tribune and for the past 20 years as 
editor of The Andover TOWNSMAN. 

My entrance into the town was at a 
time when the town had finally de- 
cided, after a couple of close de- 
feats, to adopt the town manager 
charter. 

In 1957, the final year the old form 
of government was in operation and 
while town officials pledged open 
meetings, the best thing the select- 
men did on a Monday night was ap- 
prove street lights, utility permits 
and licenses, then adjourn and sit 
around in so-called “informal dis- 
cussion.”’ 

There was Sid White, Staff Lind- 
say and Dr. Bill Emmons seated 
around some old wooden desks in the 
former town house just talking about 
renovations to the town hall or other 
such matters. 

A year later, all three would seek 
to retain their chairs on the new five- 
member board that was to select the 
first manager and implement the 
new charter as the town’s policy 
makers. 

None would succeed, although Sid 
White came closest, forcing a re-

count in a six-vote victory for Wil- 
liam Stewart. 

Sid, an Andover legend of course, 
would return to office in later years 
and expound profusely at town meet- 
ings on a variety of subjects, the 
most prominent in later years being 
a dog leash law, and virtually single- 
handedly defeat a bylaw governing 
parades. 

Among his best lines on the latter 
occasion was asking town meeting to 
reject the proposed parade bylaw, 
“‘hecause you don’t need a permit to 
bring Santa Claus to town.” 

Sid loved a parade and was a 
member of the Shriner’s Mounted 
Patrol. There was some controversy 
surrounding the town’s observance 
of its 325th anniversary in 1971, 
many town officials feeling the not- 
ing of the occasion as unnecessary. 
But Sid succeeded, and there was no 
one prouder than he leading the pa- 
trol down Main Street on his Palomi- 
no in the combined Memorial 
Day/325th anniversary parade. 

It was in the early summer of 1958 
that the selectmen decided on Thom- 
as E. Duff as Andover’s first town 
manager. He came here from Clare- 
mont, N.H. and lasted five years. 

As his five-year contract began to 
wind down, a committee was ap- 
pointed to examine the implementa- 
tion of the town meeting charter. 
The committee made recommenda- 
tions that were not compatible with 
_, Dui and his re-election to the town’s 
oo administrative post was den- 
ied. 

Town meetings have always been 
interesting, what with speakers like 


Karl Haartz addressing various is- 
sues, Harold Rafton commenting 
principally on conservation issues, 
but sometimes on economic matters 
as well, and Thayer Warshaw whose 
sage commentary was always well 
received. 

And, there was hardly ever a ses- 
sion when a laugh or two wasn’t pro- 
duced, such as the time Stanley 
Chlebowski, highway  superinten- 
dent, was asked how much snow 
would fall the following winter as the 
snow removal budget was debated. 

Or maybe the time when a higher 
authority spoke to the town’s refusal 
to increase the forestry department 
budget. 

That came during a night in May 
of 1977, when, after considerable de- 
bate, the budget was reduced as a 
freak spring snowstorm swirled 
around outside. 

Voters left Memorial Auditorium 
to drive home around downed limbs 
and trees as well as power outages. 

Andover has been fortunate to 
have had dedicated public servants, 
some of whom may have taken their 
work a bit too seriously at times, but 
possibly the town was fortunate for 
their presence. 

There was Town Clerk George 
Winslow, who administered his du- 
ties rather strictly; followed by Ir- 
ving O. Piper, who was succesful in 
introducing the modernized comput- 
er voter system; and followed by the 
current clerk, Elden R. Salter. 

George Christie as tax collector 
was always proud of his ability, or 
the town’s willingness, to almost to- 
tally meet its tax commitment on an 
annual basis, a matter Myron Muise 
continues to take a certain sense of 
pride in today as both tax collector 
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109 Years Old and Still Going Strong 


and treaurer. 

Don Bassett, who as head of the 
water sewer division of the former 
Department of Public Works and 
continuing in that capacity under the 
new charter, was the initial overseer 
of the master plan for improvements 
to the town’s water and sewer sys- 
tems; succeeded by Bob McQuade, 
who is now in charge of the Public 
Works Department. 

Frank Markey, Andover’s Mr. 
Veteran, who assured those who 
served their country were well cared 
for when needed and remembered 
on patriotic occasions, a task which 
has fallen into the able hands of John 
Lewis. 

Ed Erickson, who administered 
the Andover public schools for many 
years, weathered some political 
storms and worried about whether 
or not to cancel classes at the first 
appearance of a snowflake. 

Ralph Baker and Phil Cahill, who 
probably knew every inch of the 
town’s water system without looking 
at a map and who would be out re- 
paring a broken water main in sub- 
zero temperatures, loved their work. 

Bill Doherty, who probably holds 
the record for most years served on 
a school committee in this state, is 
probably most responsible for seeing 
to it that the total school plant was 
kept up-to-date, always insistent 
that the town never built with the 
future in mind, just the economy. 

Dr. Milt Meyers, who died recent- 
ly, was a dedicated public servant 
serving several charitable and beni- 
ficent organizations. His service as a 
member and chairman of the And- 
over School Committee went 
through some difficult times, but 
Milt was always defensive of his ac- 


tions and those of his colleagues. 

In more recent years, Gerry Co- 
hen, campaigning and succeeding in 
becoming the first state representa- 
tive to represent the town in the then 
all-Andover district. Not only was he 
our representative, but as chairman 
of what was then a somewhat 
obscure group, the Post-Audit Com- 
mittee, took on and won debates 
with Boston Mayor Kevin White and 
former State Senate President Kevin 
Harrington during an investigation 
into corruption. 

There were women of prominence, 
such as Ruth Hayes of Phillips 
Street, a brother of Bartlett H. 
Hayes, who was director of the Addi- 
son Art Gallery for many years be- 
fore going to the American Museum 
in Rome. Miss Hayes’ activity with 
the American Red Cross were com- 
mended by the Andover Chamber of 
Commerce through presentation of 
the Community Service Award in 
1974. 

Miss Hayes served with the Red 
Cross during World War II in Brit- 
ain, France and Germany wuth Gen. 
Patton’s Third Army, including the 
Battle of the Bulge. 

And, there was Janet Lake, who 
initiated a column for senior citizens 
in The TOWNSMAN and continued 
to be of service to the comunity by 
being elected the first woman select- 
man. 

The second woman to be elected to 
that position was Virginia Cole, who 
had previously served on the school 
committee and was at one time pres- 
ident of the League of Woman Vot- 
ers. She, too, has been a regular 
contributor to The TOWNSMAN and 
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The Friends of Andover Memorial Hall Library 
in our 16th year of helping the Library

keeps our readers informed these 
days about recycling and its effects 
on the community. 

When Gerry Cohen decided to step 
down as state rperesentative, Susan 
Tucker was the succesful candidate 
to succeed him, and the former And- 
over president of the League of 
Women Voters retains that position 
today in the state legislature. 

These are but a few of the people 
who guided Andover these past 30 
years or so. 

There are many things which have 
passed from the Andover scene dur- 
ing that time, but the one that 
strikes home somewhat, and proba- 
bly from a purely personal nature, 
was the closing of Hartigan’s Phar- 
macy at Chestnut and Main streets, 
where a travel agency now operates. 

Having been raised in an apothe- 
carial atmosphere, Hartigan’s was 
the last of the old-time drug stores, 
with its marble fountain, stained 
glass separation to the prescription 
bench and mahogany fixtures to 
grace this area. 

When Jim Sullivan retired, the fix- 
tures were carted off to Texas, an 
indication of their value. 

But time goes on and Andover it- 
self continues to progress. 

The years, for me, have been in- 
teresting and rewarding.

wagons and go to markets in Law- 
rence to sell their food, he said. 
Peddlers would buy food at the mar- 
kets to sell to consumers in sur- 
rounding areas. 

This changed somewhat in the 
’40s—Hudgins recalled that Roger 
Lewis, a local farmer, would drive 
his truck to Boston to sell his prod- 
ucts. 

Hudgins attended the North 
School, which was located across the 
street from where the Greater Law- 
rence Regional Technical School 
stands now. The two-room school 
house placed children in grades one 
through four in one room and grades 
five through eight in another, he 
said. 

He reminisced about an eighth- 
grade experience. His teacher 
thought of a way to raise money to 
buy a victrola. She told all the stu- 
dents to collect junk and bring it to 
school. They made $33 by selling 
their junk to a local dealer, Mr. 
Krinsky, and they were able to buy a 
victrola for the school in 1918. ‘‘It 
was a big treat,’”’ said Hudgins, add- 
ing that they would listen to the vic- 
trola every Friday afternoon. 

Getting to Punchard High School 
was a little more difficult for stu- 
dents from outlying areas because 
there weren’t school buses in those 
days. Hudgins said he would walk 
about two miles to Route 28, where 
he would hop on a trolley that went 
to the center of Andover. 

During the Depression years, he 
worked at Champion International, 
a paper mill in Lawrence. Many peo- 
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ple were out of work, and a lot of 
businesses closed down, he said. But 
Hudgins was lucky—his company 
stayed open because it made paper 
for National Geographic magazine, 
and he was able to work about three 
days a week. The $5-$6 daily rate 
was enough to tide them over until 
the economy picked up, he said. 

“We had no money, yet we were 
richer than others,’’ his wife said. 
Mrs. Hudgins says she made food, 
something inexpensive like beans, 
for friends who were hit harder by 
the Depression. ‘“They were actually 
hungry,’’ she said. 

The effect of the Depression lin- 
gered on even after the economy 
started getting better. Bills that had 
accumulated had to be paid off, and 
the Hudgins said they lost about 30 
percent of the money they had saved 
in the bank. 

The economy was on an upswing 
by the late ’30s, and things were less 
expensive, they said. The Hudgins 
bought a six-room house, ‘‘an ordi- 
nary dwelling,’’ on Chandler Road in 
1936 for $2,000. 

Getting a refrigerator to replace 
her icebox was one of the best 
changes Mrs. Hudgins says she has 
experienced. 

Change is good, she said. ‘‘We’re 
people of a past era; we don’t pro- 
gress as fast, but we keep up.” 

Joseph Gemmell, 80, has lived in 
Andover since the ’50s. He too 


shared some personal renditions of 
Andover. 

He remembers when the boys at 
Phillips Academy would walk by his 
house in white flannel trousers and 
racoon coats. The students, he said,

would walk down one side of the 
road, and the girls from Abbot Aca- 
demy would walk down the other. ‘‘I 
imagine they got together at the 
end,’”’ Gemmell said. 

The greatest changes that came to 
his mind are the housing and indus- 
tries that have developed in West 
Andover. ‘‘We didn’t see half of 
them move in,” he said. ‘‘They just 
appeared there.”’ 

Mary Byrne, a lifetime Andover 
resident, attended Stowe School dur- 
ing World War II. She says the tea- 
chers would take them to a store on 
Barnard Street that sold war bonds. 
Students who had saved enough 
money, about $5-$10, would purchase 
a bond and get their picture taken in 
front of the store. ‘“‘“Everyone would 
get really excited,” she said.

oversaw his press, which wasn’t lim- 
ited to the printing of The TOWNS- 
MAN. “A thoroughly fitted steam 
job printing office” for private or- 
ders was part of Andover Press as 
well. 

His experience in state govern- 
ment made him a respected figure 
at town meetings, when even the 
moderator would ask him for help. 


He also chaired a 30-member Com- 
mittee of Safety, appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen during World 
War I. His stirring speeches boosted 
the town’s morale and kept patriot- 
ism at a high. Only a year after the 
United States entered the war, 350 
Andover men had enlisted. 


In 1916, Cole got back into public 
service when the governor appointed 
him chairman of the state Commis- 
sion on Waterways. When the office 


was merged with the Commission on 
Highways three years later, Cole 
was made Commissioner of Public 
Works. 


Cole kept busy right up until the 
time of his death. He worked dil- 
igently to get Calvin Coolidge back 
into the White House. But he never 
aa out if his efforts were success- 


Cole died Oct. 18, 1922 at 58. He is 
buried in Spring Grove Cemetery.

Andover’s churches join to help others 


Andover’s religious organizations, 
like all institutions, have changed 
with the times. 

In early years, places of worship, 
such as South Church, established in 
1711, emphasized founding other 
churches, building schools and orga- 
nizing the Temperance Movement. 

Today, religious organizations ap- 
pear to focus more on helping indi- 
viduals by giving food, clothes and 
money to the poor and working with 
groups that provide shelter for the 
homeless. 

“More than ever, local churches 
are involved in various outreach pro- 
grams centered in Lawrence, such 
as Lazarus House, Bread and Roses, 
Neighbors In Need and Habitat (For 
Humanity),’’ said the Rev. Gary L. 
Cornell, who left Andover’s Ballard- 
vale United Church last month to be- 
come pastor of West Chelmsford 
United Methodist Church, Chelms- 
ford. ‘“‘They provide financial sup- 
port and people who do things.”’ 

Recently, members of St. Augus- 
tine parish gave 2,800 pounds of food 
and hundreds of dollars to Neighbors 
in Need, said the Rev. Thomas J. 
Meehan. 

“Churches also let or rent space to 
non-profit groups,’ said the Rev. 
Cornell. ‘“The Christ Church lets an 
Alcoholics Anonymous group meet 
there and Ballardvale used to give 


_ space to a drug addicts support 


group.” 
Together, religious groups run the 
Interfaith Counseling Center on 


Main Street and an interchurch bas- 
ketball league for some 400 town 
youths. 

“Tf not for the church’ league, 
there would not be much organized 
basketball in Andover,’’ said Rev. 
Cornell. 

Churches join together in other 
ways too. 

The Greater Lawrence Ecumeni- 
cal Area Ministry (GLEAM), found- 
ed in 1969 by four denominations, re- 
ceives strong mission support from 
Andover churches to meet the needs 
of the Spanish-speaking community. 
Parishioners volunteer to teach En- 
glish in homes of people recently ar- 
rived from Puerto Rico, Cuba and 
the Dominican Republic. 

‘Churches are no longer as tradi- 
tional as they were 30 to 40 years 
ago,’’ Rev. Cornell said. “For in- 
stance, there are more women work- 
ing today, so the traditional women’s 
groups that met during the day to 


make things to sell at church fairs no 
longer do. Now, professional crafts- 
men rent space at the fairs and sell 
(their wares) for a profit.”’ 

A number of churches also now 
provide daycare for families with 
parents working outside the home. 

“In the late ’40s and ’50s ... there 
was a great church building boom, 4 
Rev. Cornell said. More people were 
moving from the city to the suburbs, 
where there were no churches, and it 
spurred a sort of religious revival. 

“In the ’60s and ’70s, with civil 
rights and the Vietnam War, people 
became disillusioned and discour- 
aged with the church,” he said. 
“Now, we’re seeing a return to a 
much deeper spiritual commitment. 
People want very much to be in- 
volved... 


“The quality of the membershipis ® & 


also higher; people have a deeper 
level of spiritual discipline. It’s most 
definitely a good sign.’’ 


It all started with South Church 


In the 1800s, the South Church be- 
came the mother church of many 
new Christian communities here, as 
well as New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. 

Founded Oct. 17, 1711, it was the 
town’s first church. From its mem- 
bership, 16 more churches were 
formed. 

Of them, four were settled in An- 
dover, including the Theological 
Seminary Church in 1817, West 
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Church, 1826, Free Christian Church, 
1846, and the Union Congregational 
Church of Ballardvale, known today 
as Ballardvale United Church, 1854. 
Later, the sons and grandsons of 
Rev. Samuel Phillips — the first pas- 
tor of South Church and a great and 
powerful figure in the growth of the 
town until his death in 1771 — found- 
ed the two Phillips academies in An- 
dover and Exeter, N.H. Soon after, a 
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arishioner, Mrs. Nehemiah Abbot, 
‘ounded Abbot Academy, a school 
for the education of women. 

From the founding of churches 
and schools, the interest of the South 
Church broadened again with the 
coming of the third minister, Rev. 
Justin Edwards, in 1813. 

Under his leadership, ‘“The An- 
dover South Parish Society for the 
Reformation of Morals” was formed 
and began an immediate attack upon 
the evils of strong drink. At that 
time, townsmen spent $15,000 a year 
on ardent spirits, which Mr.. Ed- 
wards pointed out, was “8 000 more 
than was paid for the support of the 
Gospel, and of all the sc ools, high- 
ways, state and county taxes, and all 
other town expenses.” 

In three years, the amount was 
2 i 7 
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trimmed to a third through ‘“‘person- 
al influence, conversation, support 
of the Titingmen, and attention to 
the children,” according to a history 
of the church published in 1946. 

But the South Church is not the 
only religious institution that has 
made its mark on the town. Here are 
brief histories of some of Andover’s 
churches: 

The Free Christian Church traces 
its beginnings to the years of anti- 
slavery agitation in Andover. It was 
formed in 1846 by a group of ardent 
abolitionists as a protest against the 
acceptance of slavery. 

For a few years, services were 
held in the Universalist Church 
building, then located at Main Street 
and Punchard Avenue. In 1849, John 
Smith, of the former Smith and Dove 
flax mills, purchased the Methodist 
Church on Main Street and pre- 
sented it to the organization. Moved 
to Railroad Street and remodeled, it 
was dedicated on March 8, 1850, and 
was familiarly known as ‘“The White 
Church.” In 1908, the church settled 
into its present location on Elm 
Street. 

The Christ Episcopal Church was 
built in 1837, some 36 years after 
Abraham Marland, a young English 
textile worker, sailed to America to 
seek his fortune and solemnly vowed 
to God “‘to plant my mother’s church 
somewhere in America if I prosper.”’ 

Mr. Marland, who founded the 
Marland Manufacturing Company in 
Andover in 1834, also had successful 
businesses in Beverly and Lynnfield.

in 1852. 

The few Catholic families in An- 
dover observed their religion as part 
of the Lowell parish until 1846 when 
the Rev. Charles French built a 
small wooden chapel in Lawrence. 
By 1849, rapidly expanding Law- 
rence had two parishes. In 1852, An- 
dover became a mission of Law- 
rence’s St. Mary Church. Rev. 
James O’Donnell, 0.S.A., built a 
small church dedicated to St. Augus- 
tine. The church was served by Law- 
rence clergy until 1866, when Rev. 
Michael F. Gallagher, O.S.A., be- 
came its first pastor. 

The church is now at 43 Essex St. 

The Andover Baptist Church was 
organized Oct. 10, 1832, with a mem- 
bership of 30. The church met in the 
Masonic Hall until a new home was 
completed and dedicated Aug. 28, 
1834. 

The period from 1830-1850 was one 
of serious religious differences, new 
denominations and sects. The 
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church disbanded in 1857, but the 
building was continued in use by 
Baptist students from Phillips Aca- 
demy and a few faithful worshipers 
under the leadership of a Lawrence 
church. In the summer of 1858, the 
present church was organized. The 
church is at 7 Central St. 

The Church Of Christ At Phillips 
Academy was founded in 1912 during 
the headmastership of Dr. Alfred E. 
Stearns, and at the time that the 
Rev. Markham W. Stackpole was 
school minister. 

It is interdenominational and 
membership is open to all students, 
faculty and others at the school. 
Through its Church Collection Fund, 
the Academy Church contributes to 
a number of organizations and insti- 
tutions. 

The Cochran Chapel, which is the 
church’s home, was given in mem- 
ory of Thomas Cochran and Emilie 
Coan Cochran by their children in 
1932. 
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Schools look toward the 21st century 


Andover’s first school was built 
Feb. 3, 1701 on the north side of town. 
It was 20 feet long and 16 feet wide. 

Today, the town has eight schools, 
including a kindergarten, four el- 
ementary schools (grades 1-5), two 
middle schools (6-7) and one high 
school (9-12) for 4,800 students. 

There are plans to build a ninth 
school or add classrooms to an exist- 
ing school in the next five years to 
ease overcrowding at the elemen- 
tary school level. 

“I’m very proud to work with the 
people I do,” said School Superinten- 
dent Dr. Kenneth Seifert, who said 
teachers regularly volunteer to stay 
late to work with students or discuss 
ongoing programs and social issues 
with administrators. 

“I’m satisfied with the school sys- 
tem. I think the school’s curriculum 
is competitive with other schools. 
But needs change, and we will have 
to look more to the 21st century,” 
said Dr. Seifert. 

Here is a list of things to look for 
in the future: 

Home instruction: More parents 
will opt to teach their children at 
home or hire private tutors. 

Open enrollment: Students will 
have the option to choose which pub- 
lic schools they will attend. 

Round table discussions: Students 
will meet with teachers to develop 
critical thinking skills a conventio- 
nal education cannot supply and 
learn how to get along in the outside 
world. 
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Self-teaching: Students will be 
able to retrieve data from a comput- 
er rather than rely on teachers and 
Seu library reference materi- 
als. 

Teacher teams: A group of teach- 
ers will try new programs in a 
school. 

“We want students to be well- 
geared in basic skills, such as read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic, but we 
also want them to be better problem- 
solvers and to think more critical- 
ly,’ Dr. Seifert said. “‘From a social 
standpoint, we want them to be hap- 
py, caring and productive people.” 

One way to achieve the goal is to 
expand the Gifted and Talented Pro- 
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Andover High School was built in 1968, a few years before enrollment levels peaked. 


gram, which allows students to work 
on projects in areas in which they 
excel. 

A second way is to expand the Pai- 
deia seminars, Dr. Seifert said. 

Paideia seminars require stu- 
dents to discuss what they have read 
with peers and teachers, unlike con- 
ventional teaching methods in which 
students are assigned a book to read, 
then graded on the number of facts 
they recall. 

“Twenty years ago, we had whole 
class learning, where teachers ad- 
dressed the entire class as a group,” 
he said. ‘‘In the late ’60s and ’70s, we 
individualized learning, especially in 
the areas of language arts, English 
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and math. : 

“Then, in the late ’70s, we cut 
back on individual materials for stu- 
dents and the amount of aide time in 
the classroom and went back to the 
textbook approach of teaching,’ he 
said, noting financial concerns as a 
reason. “‘We are continuing to move 
in that direction. 

“From the early 1970s to the pre- 
sent, student achievement has been 
exemplary regardless of the adjust- 
ments,” he said. ‘‘The key has been 
the large number of administrators 
and teachers who are willing to go 
that extra mile to do supplemental 
activities and give individual atten- 
tion to students.’ 
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How many, how much — 
more facts on schools 


Here are some past and present 
facts on Andover public schools: 

Enrollment: About 50 families 
were in town when the first school 
opened its doors in 1701. By 1850, 
some 1,252 students were enrolled, 
although on the average only slightly 
more than half attended school regu- 
larly. 

Enrollment remained steady until 
about 1956, when the number of stu- 
dents rose to 2,752, up 1,412 from 1946 
and 939 from 1951. Today, there are 
4,800 students. 

Teacher's salaries: In the early 
1800s, teachers made $23 a month. 
By 1866, the school year had been 
expanded from two to three terms 
and teachers were hired from term 
to term. The average salary was 
$220 a year. By the late 1800s, teach- 
ers were paid $342 a year. Principals 
earned $600. Today, an average tea- 
cher’s salary is $28,000. 

School budget: Back in 1866, the 
schools (13 grammar schools and 
one high school) were supported 
largely by private funds. The town’s 
share amounted to $4,500 that year. 
By 1916, the town’s share rose to 
$46,700. 

It will cost $20 million to run the 
nine schools in 1988, compared to 
just $12 million in 1980; $6,424,604 in 
1971 and $222,740 in 1946. 

Transportation: In the 1800s, most 
students walked to school because 
there was no town-paid school trans- 
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portation. Pupils who lived west of 
the Shawsheen River and attended 
the Punchard School took a train to 
Lawrence, then to Andover. In 1946, 
three buses took students to school 
for $12,000 a year. Ten years later 
the expense grew to more than 
$32,000 for seven buses and a private 
car. Today, the school department 
uses 29 schoolbuses at a cost of 
$1,198,000 a year, paid by taxpayers. 

School Committee: The first 
School Board had just three mem- 
bers. Through the years, the board 
expanded to five members and then 
six. By the late 1800s, there were 
nine people on the board. Between 
1948 and 1949, the board was reduced 
from nine to five members, the same 
number it has today. 


Curriculum: Education was found- 
ed on the three R’s — reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic. With the con- 
struction of a gymnasium in the late 
1800s, physical education was added 
to the school program. 

Then came classes in cooking and 
sewing. In the 1920s and 30s, con- 
cerns shifted to getting a job and in- 
dustrial arts courses were added. 
Next came leisure-type activities. 
Today, schools offer a range of ex- 
tracurricular activities, many in- 
volving sports and music. There is 
also a variety of after-school clubs, 
such as the chess, math and lan- 
guage clubs. 
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Physical education was brand new when this picture was taken in the 1940s.

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Phillips Academy is still making history 


Phillips Academy — the nation’s 
oldest incorporated residential 
school — was founded on April 21, 
1778 by Samuel J. Phillips Jr. in a 
gathering at his home on Phillips 
Street. 

Historians recount that ‘Uncle 
John” Phillips had come from Exet- 
er, N.H. and that Mr. Phillips’ fa- 
ther, known as the “Squire,” came 
from his home in North Andover to 
legalize ee establishment of ‘‘a pub- 
lic free #hool or Academy.” 

It is quite possible that future 
trustees Eliphalet Pearson, Jona- 
than French and Nehemiah Abbot, 
all of Andover, were also present. 

It is known that neighbors John 
Abbot and Hannah Holt witnessed 
the official signatures on the Deed of 
Gift or Constitution of Phillips Aca- 
demy. 

Samuel Phillips Jr. was born in 
Andover on Feb. 5, 1752. He spent 
three years at Gov. Dummer Acade- 
my and four at Harvard College. 

He was 26 years old and in the 
midst of supplying gunpowder to the 
American troops in the Revolution- 
ary War, when he founded Phillips. 

The timing of the school’s creation 
was later praised by the Rev. Alex- 
ander MacKenzie of Cambridge, 
president of the Alumni Association, 
at the school’s 125th anniversry cele- 
bration. 

“Just after the Declaration of In- 
dependence there came the declara- 
tion of this manhood which was to 
make independence worth the hav- 
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ing, and this Academy sprang into 
being with the republic,” the Rev. 
MacKenzie told the audience accord- 
ing to the June 30, 1903 edition of the 
school paper, “‘The Phillipian.”’ 

The first class at Phillips Acade- 
my was held on April 30, 1778 in an 
old carpenter’s shop that had been 
moved to the corner of what is now 
Main and Phillips streets on the site 
of the present Archaeology Building. 

The walls were unpainted boards 
andthere was a chimney on one side. 
The furniture was rough benches. 

Here Eliphalet Pearson, the first 
principal, met 13 students, according 
to school historians. 

Accounts of the founding said Mr. 
Phillips started the school to pre- 
serve the old Calvinistic virtues and 
values that he feared were disap- 
pearing in the revolutionary period. 

Most of the first students came 
from Massachusetts, many of them 
friends of the Phillips family. There 
were also a few boys from New 
Hampshire, but it was not until 1781 
that any came from Maine. 

By that time, Trustees realized 
that the old carpenter’s shop was no 
longer big enough and planned for a 
new facility. 

Described as a ‘“‘two-story edifice 
of wood, with recitation rooms and a 
study on the lower floor, arranged 
for 100 pupils, it had a spacious hall 
for exhibitions and other public pur- 
poses on the second floor. 

The cost was estimated at ‘‘a little 
over $3,000.” 
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These buildings were used as dormi- 
tories in the early 1900s. 


The new building was located in 
the southwest corner at what is now 
the Main Campus, about at the pre- 
sent site of the Armillary Sphere. 

This building was to be the new 
home of Phillips Academy until it 
was destroyed by fire in 1818. 

Historians noted that 1810 to 1870 
was a static time for the institution. 

There were, however, a few physi- 
cal changes, such as the addition in 
the 1830s of the Latin and English 
Commons built to house some stu- 
dents, particularly those on schol- 
arship. . 

Historians surmised that one of 


the major reasons Trustees made so 
few policy changes was their con- 
cern for the establishment of the An- 
dover Theological Seminary on the 
school grounds in 1808. 

Placed in the hands of the Acade- 
my’s Trustees, the seminary soon 
dominated life on Andover Hill and 
set the religious and intellectual tone 
for Phillips Academy during the 
seminary’s 100-year existence. 

Historians noted that the semi- 
nary outdid the academy in endow- 
ments and physical facilities. 

The seminary had two large brick 
dormitories with a chapel and recita- 
tion building and a few homes built 
for professors. 


In contrast, Phillips Academy had. 


one wooden classroom building and 
a modest home for its principal. 

It did add in 1900 the first of the 
large dormitories. Borden gymnasi- 
um was built in 1901. Two years lat- 
er, the Department of American Ar- 
chaeology was added and the 
necessary buildings were con- 
structed on Main and Phillips street 
on the site of the carpenter shop 
which had once housed the first 
classroom in 1778. 

Andover Theological Seminary 
continued to thrive until the early 
years of the 20th century when atten- 
dance dwindled. By 1902, there were 
only three in the graduating class. 

The Academy Trustees, who were 
also the Seminary Trustees, decided 
to move the seminary to Cambridge

and the arrangements were finalized 
in 1909. 

This opened up the seminary 
property for the Academy, which 
bought all the land on Andover Hill 
for $200,000. 

The acquisition included Pearson 
Hall, Bartlett Hall and what was 
then Phillips Hall and later renamed 
Foxcroft. There was also a stone 
chapel and Brechin Hall at the cor- 
ner of Main and Salem streets, that 
housed the school library and the ad- 
ministration office for many years. 

In 1911, another dormitory was 
built to house 48 boys. The following 
year, Adams Hall was added, fol- 
lowed by Taylor Hall and Bishop 
Hall. 

The Isham Infirmary and Peabo- 
dy House were the only other two 
buildings added in the years before 
the country was plunged into World 
War I. 

The war put Phillips Academy’s 
expansion on hold until 1921, when 
things really started to develop. 

In 1922, ground was broken for 
Samuel Phillips Hall. 

A year later, the Memorial Tower 
was completed on high ground 
across Main Street from Adams and 
Bishop halls. 

The delicate brick bell tower, with 
a white cupola on top, soon became a 
physical symbol of the school for 
alumni and friends. 

From 1923 to 1933, Trustee Thom- 
as Cochran, Class of 1890, and the 
Academy’s new architect and land- 
scape designer, Charles Platt of New 
York, spearheaded a major expan- 
sion. New buildings included Coch- 


ran Chapel, Paul Revere Hall, the 
Commons, Samuel F'.B. Morse Hall, 
George Washington Hall and the Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes Library. 

The Addison Gallery of American 
Art was also built during this period. 

When Mr. Platt first talked with 
Mr. Cochran about making Andover 
a beautiful place, he suggested a ‘“‘a 
top-notch art galiery.”’ 

Mr. Cochran then named a com- 
mittee to begin a collection of paint- 
ings and other works of art for the 
school. 

He went even further and gave the 
school $1,480,000 to build a gallery, 
endow it and buy the art work. 

Other expansion plans included a 
bird sanctuary in the area known as 
Rabbit Pond. But, because other pro- 
jects had priority, the sanctuary was 
put on hold until the end of the de- 
cade. 

By the time it was done, it covered 


90 acres at the rear of the academy, 


running over to Highland Road, 
Chestnut Street and Morton Street. 

The Moncrieff Cochran Sanct- 
uary, named for Mr. Cochran’s 
brother, included two artificial 
ponds and woods of oak, pine, larch, 
hemlock, birch, cedar, ash and 
maple. Plantings included laurel, 
azalea and blueberry shrubs along 
with clumps of rhododendrons. 
Graveled walks were added and high 
fences ringed the area to protect the 
wildlife. 

Thomas Cochran was also among 
the people who donated money to 
build the Andover Inn in 1930. At this 
time, the Harriet Beecher Stowe 
House, where the author of ‘‘Uncle 


Tom’s Cabin’’ had once lived and 
which had been used as part of the 
Old Phillips Inn, was moved to the 
head of Bartlett Street. 

In 1928, at the peak of the building 
boom, the Academy celebrated its 
Sesquicentennial. President and 
Mrs. Calvin Coolidge were guests of 
honor. 

President Coolidge was reported 
to have praised the school’s democ- 
racy in an address to the crowd. 

“The Academy and its govern- 
ment belongs to all the people. It 
ought not to be under the domination 
of any one element or any one sec- 
tion. For it to fall under the entire 
control of the people of wealth or 
people of poverty, or people who are 
employers or people who are wage 
earners, would be contrary to our 
declared principles.’’ 

The 1940s brought a bitter contro- 
versy between the administration 
and various groups of alumni. 

The rift was over “‘secret socie- 
ties,” eight fraternity houses inde- 
pendently owned of the school by 
separate corporations, according to 
history books. 

After trying to suppress them, the 
school left them alone until the 1930s 
when the attitude toward them be- 
gan to change. 

The issue, however, was very 
emotional and difficult to resolve. 

On one side, the Societies filled a 
definite undergraduate need. While 
the school supplied a solid academic 
program and was starting to develop 
athletics, the Societies offered some 
boys a social life.

Phillips Academy’s seal was 
“cut” by the leading silversmith of 
the day, Paul Revere. The mottoes, 
“finis origine pendet’’ (the end de- 
pends upon the beginning) and ‘“‘non 
sibi’’ (not for self) reflect the found- 
ers’ religious and patriotic commit- 
ment to the common good and edu- 
cational faith of Andover’s founders. 

The words ring symbols of the ris- 
ing sun and the hive of industrious 
bees. 

According to the school’s histori- 
cal records, Mr. Revere was paid 
uwo pounds; eight shillings for his 
work.

When Mason John Kemper be- 
came headmaster of Phillips Acade- 
my in 1948, he realized his biggest 
problem would be how to settle the 
Society question. 

He researched all sides of the 
question, talked with members of the 
Andover community-faculty, under- 
graduates, Society alumni, non-So- 
ciety alumni, parents and educators. 

Meantime, the Inter-Society 
Alumni Committee realized change 
was coming and tried to find a plan 
to avoid total demise. 

Mr. Kemper discovered that the 
Society boys ‘‘were having a good 
time and were behaving in a irre- 
proachable way.” He also had to 
deal with a boy who had run away 
from the school because he was un- 
happy over not being allowed in a 
Society. 

An academy history quotes an 
alumni who was at the school in the 
1920s: ‘‘The only unhappy hours 
were Saturday nights in the Winter 
Term when the men with whom I 
had spent the whole day at classes, 
meals, sports and games would 
leave to go to their houses for the 
evening. The great event was when 
the fraternities were abolished.” 

According to historians, the cli- 
max to the Secret Society controver- 
sy came during commencement 
weekend of 1949. 

History books give Bishop Henry 
W. Hobson, president of the Board of 
Trustees, much of the credit for a 
peaceful settlement. 

‘His eloquent and perceptiveness 
convinced many of the proper deci- 
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sion to take and made it easier for all 
to swallow the bitter pill,” according 
to “Youth from Every Corner,” a 
Bicentennial history of the school. 

Mr. Kemper also got high marks 
for his ‘‘eminent fairness and his in- 
sistence that everyone have his day 
in court.” 

Finally, several of the Societies 
disbanded voluntarily and turned 
their property over to the school. 
Others established scholarship funds 
bearing the Society’s name. 

In 1950, Mr. Kemper named a 
committee to study the school’s cur- 
riculum, which had not been revised 
since 1933. ~ 

The committee worked hard and 
its final report, according to histori- 
ans, “‘had a wide influence on Ameri- 
can schools and colleges.” 

With the revision of the Phillips 
Academy curriculum accomplished, 
Mr. Kemper became interested in a 
program called Outward Bound, a 
course that taught youth to cope and 
survive in the wilds. 

Assisted by Joshua L. Miner III, a 
science teacher, and Trustee J.P. 
Stevens Jr., Mr. Kemper in 1962 es- 
tablished the first Outward Bound 
School in Colorado where students 
took month-long courses each year, 
including rock climbing and search 
and rescue. 

In 1964, Mr. Kemper also founded 
the School Year Abroad Program. 
For the first time, 11th graders spent 
a year in Spain where they lived with 
local families. 

The 1970s saw more campus 
changes than ever before. 
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Students were no longer required 
to attend chapel every day or wear 
coats and ties. The cut system had 
been abolished and attendance was 
no longer taken in class. 

Dress, according to history books, 


was “bizarre” and conservative 
hairstyles gave way to “pigtails, 
braids, Afros and some that resem- 
bled bird nests. Many wore long 
sideburns, full beards and mous- 
taches as well.” 

A school history noted that 1971 
and early 1972 ‘‘was the most diffi- 
cult in the history of the academy.” 

An alumnus who was present dur- 
ing this period wrote: “The first 
thing that could be said about the 
Class of 1972 is that we were alien- 
ated. Nobody seemd to like the ad-

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ministration, the rules, the faculty, 
each other, or the school itself ... In 
general, my class was rebellious and 
distrustful of authority, and were 
mad -—— mad at the school, mad at 
our parents, mad at Nixon and mad 
at the country.” 

Adding to the turmoil was the res- 
ignation in 1971 of Mr. Kemper due 
to illness. 

An alumnus who was in school at 
the time wrote the following account 
of the headmaster’s resignation: 
“Headmaster Kemper personified 
the traditional force of Andover. He 
presented something of an enigma to 
the students. Dressed in white shirt 
and Andover tie, with a short hair- 
cut, he seemed out of place in the 
jeaned, long-haired world of the 70s. 
Students did not understand Mr. 
Kemper and they were certain that 
he did not understand them. But for 
some strange reason, this distance 
also created respect as having been 
a great headmaster at one time and 
symbolizing a once-great Andover.”’ 

Mr. Kemper died about two 
months after his resignation. 

Historians said that what followed 
was a “‘frightening period,” marked 
by a wave of student vandalism. 

Fortunately, according to record- 
ed accounts, the school was put back 
on course when Theodore R. Sizer, 
formerly dean of the Harvard Law 
School of Education, became new 
headmaster in March 1972. 

What came next has been called 
the ‘“‘most important change in the 
nearly 200 years of Phillips Academy

The history of Abbot Academy is 
an interesting one, even though it 
was virtually untouched by a dra- 
matic moment until 1973. 

On Feb. 23 of that year, the pri- 
vate girls school on School Street 
was merged with Phillips Academy, 
peer boys school on Andover 
Hill. 

Phillips Academy acquired all Ab- 
bot’s assets and buildings. 

In September 1973, the boy’s 
school went co-educational. 

From the earliest years, Abbot 
had the help and guidance of men 
and women who were regarded as 
the ‘flower of New England’s intel- 
lectual aristocracy.” 

Unlike many well-known schools, 
Abbot did not owe its origin to the 
leadership or generosity of an indi- 
vidual founder. 

Its history began with the posting 
in 1828 of a public notice in the 
streets of Andover requesting all cit- 
izens ‘‘who feel favourably disposed 
toward the establishment of a ‘Fe- 
male High School’ to meet at the 
home of James Locke. 

The meeting plans led to the first 
incorporated school for girls in New 
England. 

The first necessary building funds 
came from a woman, Madame Sa- 
rah Abbot. 

With her $1,000, trustees started 
the building which housed the acade- 
my for the first 25 years. 

Constructed of red brick, with 
stately white columns at the en- 
trance, this edifice faced School 
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Abbot Academy merged with Phillips Academy in 1973. 


Street, on an acre of ground a block

Abbot Hall, later moved to face 
the circle on the south, is still one of 
the school’s main buildings. A fur- 
ther legacy received in 1850 brought 
Madam Abbot’s donations to $10,000. 

During the first three decades, 
Abbot had 10 principals — most of 
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them young men connected with the 
Andover Theological Seminary as 
students or teachers. 

As early as 1835, there were 52 
girls from distant places, including 
Georgia, South Carolina, Virginia 
and Canada. 

In 1859, Philena McKeen was 
made principal and the school en- 
tered the second phase of its devel- 
opment, which was to last a third of 
a century. 

During this time, applications out- 
paced the available space and 14 
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acres were added to the school prop- 
erty, including a beautiful grove of 
red oak. Abbot became a firmly es- 
tablished institution, ranking high in 
the field of secondary education. 

Following Miss McKeen, Laura 
Sophia Watson was principal until ill 
health forced her resignation in 1898. 

During those six years, the curric- 
ulum was enlarged, beginnings of a 
college preparatory course were 
made, the departments of history 
and science, among others, were 
more sharply defined and the library 
grew. 

Emily Adams Means, a graduate 
who had returned to Abbot to teach 
art, was chosen as the next principal 
and served until 1911. 

During that time, the recitation 
hall was built, Abbot Hall was re- 
modeled to accommodate a rapidly 
growing science department and the 
John-Esther Art Gallery was added. 

While Bertha Bailey was principal 
from 1912 until her death in 1935, the 
number of girls who “looked upon 
college training as essential’’ was 
growing rapidly, according to histo- 
rians. 

In 1939, a new dormitory was built 
to house the younger girls and the 
following year, a new library and a 
new dining room were added. 

The school has long been an inte- 
gral part of Andover. 

Through its long life, it has never 
lacked for friends in the town who 
came to its assistance in times when 
the need for expansion or other 
changes required financial gifts. 
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Memorial Hall Library, built in 1873, houses 190,000 volumes. An 
average of 1,000 readers visit the library daily. 
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Library changes with times

In the 1880s, when Memorial Hall Li- 
brary was practically brand new, The 
TOWNSMAN regularly printed the titles 
of the new books it got. 

Gone are the days when the local paper 
was able to do that. 

Today, Andover’s library is home to 
190,000 volumes. On an average day, 1,000 
patrons enter the library, according to 
community services librarian Dorothy 
Sherrerd. And 80 percent of the town’s 
population has a library card. The nation- 
al average is only 20 percent. 

The library has had to change both its 
structure and its content to be accommo- 
date the growing number and sophistica- 
tion of the town’s readers. 

One aspect, however, has remained un- 
changed. Sherrerd says the library’s 
statement of purpose as dictated by its 
first trustees in 1872 still holds true: ‘‘...to 
make the library and reading room in the 
largest degree useful to the greatest num- 
ber of the living citizens of Andover, 
young and old, as a new center of historic 
treasures and popular culture...” 

In 1870 the roots of Memorial Hall Li- 
brary go back to an idea of Andover resi- 
dent John Smith. Smith was a wealthy 
Andover mill owner who had no formal 
education himself. Starting out in life as a 
poor immigrant, he recognized the value 
of self-education by hard-working resi- 
dents. 

Smith agreed to donate $25,000, provid- 
ing the town would raise an equal amount 
for the construction and establisment of a 
library and reading room. When the 
townspeople fell a few thousand dollars 
short of their goal, someone remembered 


a fund to honor the Civil War dead still 
waiting for a purposeful way to be spent. 
Hence, the name Memorial Hall. 

The library, complete with engraved 
marble plaques, honored all of those from 
Andover who served and died in the ‘‘War 
of Rebellion.’’ The plaques also included 
information such as how and where the 
veterans died. 

On May 30, 1873, Andover’s first public 
library was opened following a dedication 
address by orator Phillips Brooks. At the 
time of its opening, Ballard Holt was ap- 
pointed both librarian and janitor. In 
1906, author Edna Brown became librari- 
an, and Holt remained as janitor. 

Since 1873, with its humble yet potent 
beginnings, the library has grown by 
leaps and bounds—most recently with a 
$9.9 million dollar addition, which opened 
in November of 1987. The addition ex- 
panded the library’s square footage from 
20,000 to 50,000. 


The newly renovated building has four 
levels. The children’s room on the lower 
level features a story hour every day at 9 
a.m. On the ground level, non-fiction, re- 
cords and cassettes can be found. The 
first level houses reference and circula- 
tion. 

In order to serve its patrons better, 
Memorial Hall has become the headquar- 
ters for the Merrimack Valley Library 
Consortium. Through this inter-library 
loan system, more than 1.5 million books 
are made speedily available through the 
use of computers. The MVLC intercon- 
nects the volumes of 22 libraries within 
the region. Two trucks make daily pick- 
ups and deliveries of requested books and 
information. 
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Clubs unite

Just about 100 years ago, club ma- 
nia hit the nation and Andover had 
its share of the new fad. 

In the 1890s, several women’s 
clubs formed for social, educational 
and charitable purposes. They dis- 
cussed art, literature and women’s 
right to vote. 

By 1970, a new breed of club re- 
placed some older clubs that had lost 
members to the growing work force. 
Their interests reflected the social 
times. 

Peace groups formed during the 
Vietnam® War and women’s con- 
sciousness raising groups also orga- 
nized. 

In the 1980s, the ranks of clubs and 
groups mushroomed and ranged 
from the Andover-based Mother 
Connection that catered to the needs 
of the babyboom parent to nuclear 
freeze groups. 

Below are histories of some of the 
most unique, oldest or most active 
groups in town. 

The November Club: Founded in 
1889, it is the town’s oldest club. It 
was formed to promote social and 
literary advantages, so the first few 
years were devoted to programs that 
featured local talent. Lectures on the 
arts and current events and well-

known speakers were later added. 

The third year, members bought a 
building at 6 Locke St., the first 
woman’s clubhouse in New England. 
Open daily, it had a kitchen, dress- 
ing rooms, paintings and donated 
furniture. 

The club also did philanthropic 
work, including organization of a 
boys club, the forerunner of the An- 
dover Guild. It also supported a free 
bed at Lawrence General Hospital 


and contributed to the Andover Vil- 
lage Improvement Society, Andover 
Nursing Association, Red Cross and 
others. 

The November Club gave birth to 
the Andover Garden Club, the oldest 
garden club in town. 

Its membership now is about 60. 
Its clubhouse was sold two years ago 
to the Unitarian Universalist 
Church. 

The club has donated money to-

ward renovations at Memorial Hall 
Library, where it will have a room 
named for it. The club also awards 
an art scholarship to an Andover 
High student in memory of Elizabeth 
B. Smith. 

Andover Garden Club: Founded in 
1927, its aim was to “‘cultivate an in- 
terest in gardens and to aid in the 
beautification of the town.” 

In its early days, the club held 
flower shows at local homes and es- 
tates and members opened their own 
gardens for viewing. 

During World War II, members 
helped plant victory gardens and ar- 
range canning demonstrations. They 
also arranged bouquets for soldiers 
at the Fort Devens military hospital. 

The club continues to flourish and 
hosts horticulture lectures and gar- 
dening demonstrations, tends. gar- 
dens at the Historical Society and at 
the corner of School and Essex 
streets and cares for gardens and 
window boxes at the old Town Hall. 

The club wins prizes at the annual 
Boston Flower Show. 

Membership, opened to surround- 
ing towns last year, is 140. New 
members must be sponsored by a 
current member.

The Andona Society: This club, 
founded in 1952, is a philanthropic 
organization responsible for hosting 
some of the town’s most lavish social 
affairs. It is especially known for its 
Clown Town and Andona Ball. Its 
membership reads like a ‘‘Who’s 
Who”’ of Andover. 

Its name is a combination of the 
words Andover and the Latin verb 
“to give.” 

In its early years, members vis- 
ited patients and provided equip- 
ment to the Andover Home for Aged 
People. 

By 1956, the society had estab- 
lished four annual fund-raising pro- 
jects, including the ball and Clown 
Town, which attracts thousands of 
people. 

By its 10th anniversary, the club 
had started a $500 annual high school 
scholarship and its membership 
topped 60. It also added a volunteer 
program at Bon Secours Hospital. 

The society established the Ando- 
na och Scholarship Trust Fund in 
1969. 

Its 25th anniversary in 1977 was 
marked with an elegant buffet and 
dancing at the Cooley House at Phil- 
lips Academy. 

By 1979, its contribution grew to 
more than $14,000 annually and it of- 
fered three, $1,000 scholarships to 
high school students. 

In 1985, the society’s donations hit 
$20,000 a year, with about half spent 
on scholarships and camperships 
and the rest directed at ach efforts 
as Students Against Drunk Driving, 
the Samaritans and the National 
Dance Institute. 


Shawsheen Village Woman’s Club: 
Founded in the early 1900s by a 
group of young women for social 
contact, the club was first named the 
Peptomistic Club. In 1921 it re- 
grouped as the Woman’s Club and 
added a constitution and bylaws. 
With its 12 founders and 105 mem- 
bers, it became a state-federated 
club a year later and joined the Gen- 
eral Federation of Woman’s Clubs in 
1936. 

One of its earliest projects was to 
erect and decorate a Christmas tree 
in Shawsheen Square. 

The women also held craft 
classes, started a shoe fund for 
Shawsheen school children and spon- 
sored an annual Christmas party for 
Shawsheen children. 

The club organized a scholarship 
committee in 1951 and gave annual 
scholarships to local high school se- 
niors and later to vocational high 
school seniors. 

The club, which celebrated its 
65th anniversary two years ago, has 
many members active in state com- 
mittees. 

Clan McPherson Bagpipe Band: 
This group was started in 1922 by 
Scots who had come to work in local 
woolen mills. Today, it is still going 
strong. 

It made its first public appear- 
ance at a soccer game between En- 
gland and Scotland at Balmoral 
Park in Shawsheen Village. The 
band has about 20 members. 

The senior member is Kenneth 
Haslam who joined more than 25 
years ago as a boy. The band prac- 
tices every Monday and performs at 
about 20 engagements a year, includ- 
ing parades, graduations at Phillips

Academy and Bradford College, and 
at U.S. Marine Corps balls. 

The band, which celebrated its 
60th anniversary with a dinner at the 
Andover Country Club, no longer 
limits membership to people of Scot- 
tish descent. 

Uniforms for the bagpipe and 
drum band are expensive. They cost 
betwen $1,500 and $2,000 and are the 
same as the Black Water Military 
Pipe band of Scotland. 

Andover Village Improvement So- 
ciety: It was founded in 1894 by 
townspeople who feared industriali- 
zation and wanted to retain the quiet 
community they had come to cher- 
ish. 

The group formed with the early 
goal of reversing ‘“‘uglification’’ by 
planting trees and shrubs. Its motto 
read: “work till every street be 
graded, every sidewalk shaded, ev- 
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ery noxious weed eradicated.’’ Its 
members numbered about 60. 

In 1950 the goals refocused to land 
acquisition to ensure open space as 
suburbia mushroomed. Harold Raf- 
ton, concerned about ‘“‘thoughtless 
building,’’ led the group. 

In the 1970s the group changed fo- 
cus again to maintenance and enjoy- 
ment of the lands. Under president 
Nat Smith, AVIS cleared the 
Shawsheen River and fostered com- 
munity attention on the area through 
its annual spring canoe and kayak 
races. 

Its holdings have grown from an 
original 25 acres to more than 850. 

In 1978, AVIS and Harold Rafton 
received an environment award 
from the Massachusetts Conserva- 
tion Council. 

Today, the group has more than 
650 active members.

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Water nourishes town’s industrial growth 


From farmlands to high tech, streams feed the economy 


By Frank E. Messina 
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From farmlands to textile mills to 
microchips, water has been the com- 
mon thread running through the his- 
tory of Andover industry. 

Water has always meant power to 
New England. The vast network of 
rivers and lakes laced throughout 
the northeastern states nurtured the 
agriculture that in turn fed the na- 
tion in its early days. Water powered 
the great northern mills that clothed 
America through the 1700s, beyond 
the Civil War years and deep into the 
20th century. 

Settlers chose the fertile lands that 
lay within hands reach of these bod- 
ies of water, and in 1646, when the 
town of Andover was incorporated, 
that meant the Shawsheen River, 
Haggetts Pond or one of the many 
brooks feeding them. 


‘For the better part of 200 years, 
agriculture was the lifeforce of And- 
over. 

Livestock, produce, tobacco and 
dairy farming provided a good living 
for many townspeople, whose num- 
ber grew from 48 citizens in 1672 to 
6,813 in 1900. The land was lush and 
the pace slow for Andover residents, 
who lived in what one history book 
described as an eternal afternoon. 
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Shawsheen Mills, the core of William M. Wood's ‘‘dream village.”’

But the sun did not rise and fall 
exclusively on the farm till and And- 
over did not remain strictly a com- 
munity of farmers for long. Even in 
the early days a wide spectrum of 
mills dotted the town map. The first, 
a fulling mill, was built as far back 
as 1672. Many of the early mills 


A tale of two 
town mills 


Ballard Vale Mills—In 1836, three 
men, John Marland, Abraham J. 
Gould and Mark H. Newman, 
jumped on the rapidly growing tex- 
tile bandwagon. 

The partners bought property 
owned by one Timothy Ballard for 
their mill and subsequently, when a 
small group of mill employees and 
others began living next to the plant, 
this mini-community was named 
Ballard Vale. 

In the textile industry of the 1800s, 
manufacturers generally took one of 
two directions. They either flooded 
the market with low cost fabric or 
tried to set a standard for quality of 
material and colors. Ballardvale 
Mills went for the high end market 
and experienced almost immediate 
success. Within five years, the cor- 
poration’s capital stock value of $64,- 
000 rose to $100,000, then $200,000 two 
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existed mainly to fill the needs of the 
community. A small iron works in 
Marland Village built by the Lovejoy 
family in the early 1700s was a 
prime example. Others, like the 
country’s first flax mill, constructed 
by the Smith & Dove Co. in 1835, 
went on to make their mark on the 
New England economy. 

Most Andover historians point to 
1807, the year Abraham Marland 
constructed a modest cotton mill in 
Abbot Village, as the beginning of 


years later in order to expand. 

Ballardvale Mills introduced new 
weaving processes to the industry 
and 50-plus years after producing 
their first bolt of cotton cloth, was 
still winning industry awards. 


Marland Mills—Abraham Mar- 
land’s dream was flourishing in the 
early 1800s. By 1832, the company 
had abandoned its Abbot Village 
headquarters and opened a new 
mill. Two years later, the firm incor- 
porated as Marland Manufacturing 
Co. with capitol stock valued at 
$60,000. 

After Abraham’s death in 1849, his 
sons ran the corporation for 30 years 
before selling out to Moses Stevens, 
a founder of the textile giant J.P. 
Stevens Co. which remains a force in 
the industry today. 

The Marland family made an im- 
pact in Andover society as well, 
helping to establish the Episcopalian 
Father of the Christ Church by their 
donation of land for a church and 
burial grounds.

rise in power of the Andover textile 
mills, an industry that would domi- 
nate the business scene in town for 
many years. 


1887, the year The TOWNSMAN 
was born, was smack dab in the mid- 
dle of a period of immense change 
for Andover. 

Farming, particularly in West 
Andover, was still strong. But the 
light of the 20th century was glowing 
brighter and by 1900, technology had 
come to stay. Within the 20-year pe- 
riod between 1880 and 1900, Andover 
residents saw: 

eConstruction of a town sewer sys- 
tem which still exists today. 

eThe town supplied with electric 
lights. 

eOver $150,000 in pre-1900 dollars 
set aside by voters at town meeting 
to build the Andover’s first water 
pumping station. 

And of course, the Oct. 14, 1887 
first edition of The TOWNSMAN. 


Pacing the rise of the industrial 
age throughout America, the baton 
was being passed from Andover 
farmers to the mill owners. Howev- 
er, despite new innovations in twis- 
ters, looms and other machinery 
that helped the textile mills become 
more efficient, a serious stock mar- 
ket crash in 1893 had thrown a pall 
over Big Business across America 
and cut short the textile boom. 


During the five-year national de- 
pression that followed, mill business 
plummeted. Many were forced to 
make deep cutbacks to stay alive 
with layoffs, wage rollbacks and 
plant shutdowns becoming common 
in the industry. 


The government eventually bailed 
out textile manufacturers by repeal- 
ing trade restrictions along with in- 
troducing new tariffs and among the 
survivors in Andover were some fa- 
miliar names. 

The turn of the century marked 
the beginning of the glory years for 
Andover mills such as the American 
Woolen Co., Marland Mills and Bal- 
lard Vale Mills, which employed 
thousands of people—the American 
Woolen factory alone numbered 
about 2,700 workers—many of them 
local residents. And the small com- 
munities that rose from the grounds 
surrounding the mills blossomed and 
grew alongside the mills. 


Just as the town was not strictly a 
farming community when farm 
products dominated Andover com- 
merce, the same truth held evident 
when the mills were king. 

A vibrant downtown shopping area 
developed with a mixed bag of small 
businesses. Between 1908, when reg- 
istration with Town Hall became a 
requirement, and 1950, 275 business- 
es, including department stores, 
gardening services, ice cream shops 
and grocery stores set up shop in 
Andover. 

The Andover Press, the original 
printers for The TOWNSMAN, set up 
its printing press in 1798 and began a 
run in the bookselling and publishing 
business that lasted until their doors 
closed in 1960. 

But if one business rivaled the 
scope and power of the textile mills 
between 1880 and 1950, it would be 
the Tyer Rubber Co.

Like many of the mills, Henry 
Tyer opened his plant in the mid- 
19th century. Like the mills, Tyer 
and his successors displayed innova- 
tion and, above all, the ability to 
adapt to a rapidly changing world. 

Henry George Tyer entered the 
rubber business to produce a new 
style of footwear known as the 
“Campo” and moved on to make 
some of the first automobile tires 
and innertubes mass-produced in the 
country. Within a few years of open- 
ing his first plant on North Main 
Street, Tyer had introduced patents 
for new processes, including a meth- 
od for manufacturing white rubber. 

Tyer’s son, Horace, took over 
when he died in 1882. The immense 
Tyer Rubber complex that domi- 
nates the landscape at Railroad and 
North Main streets was constructed 
in 1912. Forty years after Horace be- 
came president, Tyer Rubber reor- 
ganized, shedding family controls to 
become a corporate operation. The 
change did not hurt the company’s 
position in the rubber industry. Tyer 
Rubber went to develop the ‘‘hot 
cure” vulcanization process which 
enabled them to make products vital ee wet Be :

But of all the respected industri- ; wee. te 
alists who spent their lives working ne 
in Andover, of all their venerable

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Like a world class actor who steps 
onto a movie set and in one classic 
cameo steals the whole show, Wood, 
left a brief, but undeniably brilliant 
impression on Andover. 

Part Lee Iacocca and part George 
Steinbrenner, Wood mixed brilliance 
and ego in a way that people love to 
love, love to hate, and never, never 
forget. 

He was very poor as a child, but 
became possibly the second highest 
paid executive in the country, earn- 
ing almost $1 million in salary and 
commission in 1918 dollars. A bril- 
liant industrialist, Wood turned an 
aging, stagnant company into the 
largest textile manufacturer in 
America. At the height of its power, 
one of every six textile mills in the 
country was owned by American 
Woolen. Following conceptual 
blueprints handed down by Wood en- 
closed in an iron fist, American built 
immense factories, such as the mod- 
estly named Wood Worsted Mill in 
Lawrence. The Wood Mill was six 
stories tall and contained 30 acres of 
floor space. Over 7,000 employees 
walked 16 miles of corridors. 

In 1920, Wood was 62 and on top of 
the game. Within four years, he 
would lose his son, health, his em- 
pire and, by his own hand, his life. 

One grand project was inexorably 
wound through Wood’s final years 
and directly led to his downfall as 
president of American Woolen.

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The Shawsheen Village is a tall, 
gray apartment building, a cluster 
of nice, older homes looking much 
like many other houses of the period. 

In 1921, the Shawsheen Village 
was magic. 

Some call it William Wood’s 
dream. A planned corporate work- 
flive center combining corporate 
headquarters, factory and home in 
one tidy, white picket fence-enclosed 
community. 

Wood had been purchasing land in 
the vicinity of Frye Village for seve- 
ral years. By 1919, using enormous 
windfall profits made supplying 
cloth during World War I, he was 
ready to build. 

“By relocating his managerial 
personnel to this idyllic locale, the 
president assumed they would be 
happy and content and thus would 
contribute even more to the success 
of the firm,’’ wrote Merrimack Col- 
lege historian Edward Roddy in his 
1982 biography of Wood, Mills, Man- 
sions and Mergers. 

“This would not to be a philan- 
thropic undertaking...There would 
be residential and recreational 
areas, a commercial district, and an 
industrial complex. Retail stores, 
personal services, transportation, 
an inn, and athletic facilities were 
but some of the many amenities that 
would make the community self-con- 
tained,’’ wrote Roddy. 

And Wood pulled it off. Not only 
did the project go up in five short 
years, but seemingly everything 
Wood wanted, every scene from the 
dream envisioned, he got; no matter 
how large, small, or whimsical. 

The American Woolen corporate 
headquarters, the factories, over 200 
top-quality homes, the Balmoral Spa

gourmet shop, community parking 
garage, restaurant, playing fields 
with bleachers seating 5,000, open 
air dance pavilion were all built 
within five to 10 minutes’ walk of 
each other were all complete by 
1924. A pamphlet produced the same 
year by American Woolen as a pro- 
motion/short history of the commu- 
nity described how Wood, on a visit 
to Valley Forge, Penn., spotted a 
stone building that had been Gen. 
George Washington’s winter head- 
quarters. ‘‘Get that. Don’t forget it,”’ 
Wood reportedly told an assistant. 
And a painstakingly assembled re- 
production went up in the village. 
Today, the revolutionary-era replica 
still stands near the intersection of 
North Main and Haverhill Streets. 

Although the exact cost is un- 
known, Roddy estimates the total 
expenditure at $8 million, a truly as- 
tronomical figure in post-World War 
I dollars. 

Wood’s popularity was such that, 
with the project barely _half-com- 
pleted, residents of the Shawsheen 
Village threw a welcome home party 
for the American Woolen president, 
who had been overseas for part of 
the summer. 

“His private train arrived at the 
newly-completed Shawsheen Village 
Railway Depot shortly after noon. 
As he stepped from his Pullman car, 
a band played ‘For He’s a Jolly Good 
Fellow;’ practically every resident 
of the village joined in the chorus. 
Mr. Wood’s motorcade, followed by 
a crowd of 400, proceeded slowly to 
the square. Flags, bunting, and ban- 
ners covered every building along 
the way...He must have been moved 
by this display of affection from so 
many of his neighbors and ‘fellow 


workers’ in Shawsheen Village and 
pleased by the apparent success of 
his plans.”’ 

It may have been the high point of 
a career that had very few left. Be- 
lieving that no one else could run the 
company, Wood had divested him- 
self of a large block of stock years 
earlier. It would cost him dearly, for 
while many cheered the textile mag- 
nate, there were major stockholders 
and company executives who be- 
lieved Wood’s dream was a white el- 
ephant. 

Even so, if a series of tragic 
events hadn’t struck Wood, Ameri- 
can Woolen might still be occupying 
Shawsheen Village. First, a 1922 au- 
tomobile accident killed Wood’s son, 
William Jr., a loss said to have pro- 
foundly affected him. Then, two 
strokes within six months in 1924 ru- 
ined his health. Depressed, by now 
overweight and unable to walk with- 
out a limp, the William Wood who 
resigned his presidency in the com- 
pany in December, 1924 on medical 
advice had lost his fire and drive. 

Within six months, the new admin- 
istration began pulling the company 
out of Shawsheen Village over the 
objection of Wood’s son Cornelius 
who later failed to win presidency of 
the firm. Once they had access to the 
books, company officials were said 
to be appalled over the cost of 
Shawsheen Village. Twenty years 
later, Wood was still a sore spot for 
company executives. In a tricenten- 
nial publication issued by The 
TOWNSMAN in 1946 that ran bio- 
graphies of the major industries in 
town, Wood’s name has been purged 
from the American Woolen account.

history.”’ 

On Feb. 24, 1973, a merger be- 
tween Abbot Academy, an all-girls 
school on School Street, and Phillips 
Academy was signed. Abbot’s fi- 
nances had been in the red since 
about 1968. 

Abbot was founded in 1829 and had 
become one of the nation’s leading 
preparatory schools for women. It 
was also part of the town’s unique 
heritage and tradition. 

Under the agreement, Abbot’s as- 
sets were absorbed by Phillips ‘‘for 
the consideration of the payment of 
one dollar.’’ The merger resulted in 
combined facilities of 160 buildings 
and 450 acres. 

Women were on the Phillips cam- 
pus when classes resumed in Sep- 
tember. A cluster system divided the 
new student body into seven co-ed 
groups of 140-150 each. None of the 
dorms were co-ed. 

In June 1978, Phillips celebrated 
its Bicentennial and Abbot Academy 
marked its Sesquicentennial. The 
birthday celebration showcased the 
talents, ideas, interests and visions 
of Phillips’ undergraduates, alumni 
and faculty. 

Townspeople were also invited to 
join the celebration. Phillips hosted 
a campus school-town assembly and 
luncheon to highlight the 200 years of 
cooperation between the town and 
academy. 

Phillips ended its Bicentennial 
year by announcing it had raised 
more than $52 million. 

It also dedicated a new $2.8 mil- 
lion athletic complex adjacent to the 


original Borden Gymnasium. The 
new complex was the school’s first 
architectural project that provided 
equal facilities for both male and fe- 
male students. 

In July 1980, Mr. Sizer announced 
he would leave his job to do a survey 
on American high schools. 

Donald W. McNemar, 37, an asso- 
ciate dean of social science at Dart- 
mouth College, became Phillips 13th 
headmaster. His investiture was 
Sept. 19, 1981. 

Also in 1981, the school celebrated 
the 50th anniversary of the founding 
of the Addison Gallery and an- 
nounced it would raise $4.7 million 
for endowment of programs. The 
drive, completed in December 1983, 
raised more than $5 million. 

The year also saw the completion 
of $3.5 million worth of renovations 
to the Commons, built by Thomas 
Cochran at a cost of $600,000. Reno- 
vations included a new kitchen, serv- 
ice lines, new salad bar and restora- 
tion of the dining halls. 

Real estate was on the mind of the 
Trustees in 1983 when they decided 
in July to either sell or rent the old 
Abbot Academy property. The plan 
brought proposals from between 15 
to 20 developers eager to convert the 
property to condominiums. 

By November, however, Trustees 
had decided to keep the red brick 
buildings. 

In December 1984, the school an- 
nounced that a third of its 200-mem- 
ber faculty would spend three weeks 
in the Soviet Union the next year, 
courtesy of Donald M. Kendall Sr. of 
Poughkeepsie, N.Y., head of the 
Pepsi Co., Inc. He spent $172,000 for 
the trip.

For three weeks in July 1984, 86 
faculty members, spouses and rela- 
tives toured Moscow and traveled 
several thousand miles around the 
Soviet Union by plane, train and car. 

A year later, the Andover Devel- 
opment Board, a group of 100 alum- 
nae, alumni and parents charged 
with the task of securing the future 
of Phillips Academy, was formed to 
chart the course of Andover’s future 
from a variety of sources, including 
outright gifts, planned ‘gifts and 
foundations and corporate support. 

In 1986, Trustees undertook anoth- 
er major building project and agreed 
to spend $7.5 million to renovate the 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Library built 
in 1930. 

A 30,000-square-foot addition will 
double seating from 200 to 400 and 
provide enough space to double the 
number of books to about 200,000 vol- 
umes and house 75 computer termi- 


nals. 

Phillips’ library is open to all An- 
dover residents and any area resi- 
dent with an interdepartmental li- 
brary card. 

The renovations are scheduled to 
be completed in time for the opening 
of classes this fall, according to 
school authorities. 

Earlier this year, the acaaemy 
succeeded in getting Andover voters 
to change their zoning laws to allow 
the school to convert historic Abbot 
Academy buildings to apartments 
and offices. 

The future project is pegged at $12 
million to $15 million. It will include 
conversion of Draper Hall to 55 mar- 
ket-rate apartments, reserve Abbot 
Hall for future academy expansion 
or rent space in the building to non- 
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Chapel Avenue, around the turn of the 
century. The old stone chapel has been 
torn down.

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People move here for the good life 


The more things change, the more 
they stay the same. 

And so it goes in Andover. Al- 
though the town has grown, it has 
kept a close tether on its Yankee her- 
itage lest it slip away and leave the 
town as nothing but a Boston suburb 
cluttered with subdivisions, station 
wagons and shopping centers. 

The Hill. The Mill. The Till. 

Those were the three ways of life 
used to describe Andover 100 years 
ago and they can still be used to de- 
scribe today’s Andover. 

The Hill is Andover Hill, home to 
Phillips Academy, base of the com- 
munity’s prestigious educational 
heritage. 

The Mill, which once stood for the 
vibrant manufacturing climate with 
mills that produced wool cloth and 
rubber products, now symbolizes the 
high-technology industries that have 
sprung up since the mid-1960s, occu- 
pying once virile farmland in Bal- 
jardvale and West Andover and even 
the old mill buildings in Shawsheen. 

The Till was, and still is, the re- 
vered family farm. 

There are fewer of them today, te 
be sure, but they still are part of the 
special rural character that has al- 
ways lured people here. 

People who move here today are a 
world apart from the type of folks 
who lived here for most of the town’s 
342 years. Many of the new people 
are not Yankees and do not plan to 
make Andover a permanent home.

1930, has become a way station for 
the upwardly mobile, career- 
oriented couples who work in Boston 
and the high-tech complexes along 
Route 128. 

They are the people, drawn from 
all over the country as well as neigh- 
boring Merrimack Valley towns, 
who traded city life for the rural sub- 
urban comfort of a small town with 
country clubs, shade trees, good 
schools and low crime.

The changes began in the 1920s 
and 1930s, with the introduction of 
the automobile, said Barbara Thi- 
bault, curator of education at the An- 
dover Historical Society. 

By geography, Andover is part of 
Greater Lawrence. By the construc- 
tion in the mid-1960s of routes 93 and 
495, the town became the outer 
northern reaches of suburban Bos- 
ton, said Andrew Caffrey, a lawyer 
and former president of the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“The focus of Andover very well 
might be more on Boston now than 
on Lawrence,” Mr. Caffrey said. 

“It’s a much more transient place 
than it used to be. There are quite a 
few people who live here who have 
never been to Lawrence. They think 
in terms of Andover, then south.”’ 

The newcomers look for and ex- 
pect a high quality of life and want to 
make the town a better place. With 
their burning desire to succeed for 
themselves and their children, they 
share common ground with those 
who have been here for years. 

“Andover was one of the best 
towns we heard so much about, and 
we wanted to live in the town with 
the best schools,” said Lili Soong, 9 
Acropolis Circle, who moved to An- 
dover with husband Edward and two 
school-age children in 1980. 

But a reverence for the school sys- 
tem is not all that distinguishes those

who live in this town. 

A special edition of the Andover 
Townsman published for the town’s 
300th birthday noted that true towns- 
men patronize shops and businesses 
in Andover. 


While shopping malls take over 
the suburban landscape and down- 
town areas diminish, Andover’s 
Main Street thrives and retains a sol- 
id base of carriage trade businesses: 
clothiers, salons, pharmacies and 
restaurants. 


This small-town Main Street at- 
mosphere is the reason people stay 
here or move here. 


As much migration to Andover 
has been from Lawrence as from 
anyplace else, and it has been be- 
cause Andover offers a more thriv- 
ing economy, Mr. Caffrey said. 


Many of Main Street’s stores 
started as outposts of big downtown 
Lawrence retailers. 


One, Russem’s, decided just this 
year to close its Lawrence store and 
concentrate on its core customers 
for women’s clothing in Andover. 


‘‘Andover was growing tremen- 
dously and Lawrence was not,” Mr. 
Caffrey said, noting the scamble by 
out-of-town banks in recent years to 
make a mark in town.

move to Andover because of the 
land. There’s lots of it; Andover is 
one of the biggest towns in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 


The land means something more 
than just something to build on to 
many. 


Two groups, Armenians and the 
French, have kept alive the farming 
tradition in Andover since the turn of 
the century, according to the Histori- 
cal Society. 


One such family is the Konjoians. 

The Chandler Road farm was 
started by grandfather Peter Hago- 
pian, who passed the truck farm, 
which sold tomatoes, cucumbers and 
the like at Boston, to his daughter 
and son-in-law, Vera and Michael 
Konjoian. 


In 1971, the Konjoians, like many 
other farmers, sold most of their 
land, about 45 acres, to developers of 
what is now the business park off 
Shattuck Road. 


A few years ago, their three sons, 
David, Peter and Michael, decided 
to rejoin the family business and 
make it a year-round garden center. 


They are all intent on making 
their livelihoods in Andover. 


“The family business, the school 
system, the quality of life that I had, 
I want to continue for my own chil- 
dren,” said David Konjoian, who 
bought a home near enough to the 
farm to walk.

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How Andover stacks up 


How many: 27,500 in 1986, up 4.1 
percent from 1980 and up 73 percent 
from 1960’s 15,878. The big increase 
since 1960 is due in large part to 
routes 93 and 495. In 1765, year of 
the first census, 2,442 lived in An- 
dover. 

How old: The median age is 32.8. 
Median age for adults is 42.9. The 
biggest age group are 35 to 44 year 
old (15.3 percent), followed by 25 to 
34 year olds (14.2 percent) and 45 to 
54 year olds (12 percent). 

How many familes: 6,951 with an 
average of 3.5 members. 38 percent 
of all households have four or more 
people, 27 percent have two people, 
17 percent have one person, and 17 
percent have three.

Sports have been an integral and

From Eugene ‘‘Pop” Lovely to 
Dick Collins, from Don Dunn to Wil 
Hixon, from Charlie Vars to Charlie 
Donovan, from Fred Reil to Bill 
Vickers, from Frank Petty to Sid 
Watson to the Perry brothers, and 
from the Punchard Blue Devils to 
the Andover High Golden Warriors— 
this town has seen its share of out- 
standing athletes and teams over the 
past century. 

The danger with any undertaking 
such as this, trying to put together a 
chronology of Andover sports over 
the past 100 years, is that many top 
individuals and groups will be over- 
looked. 

To those omitted we apologize in 
advance. 

With the help of several former 
stars and longtime observers of the 
Andover scene, all we dare attempt 
is to mention many of the highlights 
through the years. 

Formal athletics in Andover can 
be traced back to the late 1800s when 
Phillips Andover and Phillips Exeter 
academies were doing annual battle 
on the football field. 

But, aside from the pick-up foot- 
ball, baseball and occasion basket- 
ball games played evenings and 
weekends in different backyards 


around town, it wasn’t until 1902 
when Andover’s- neighborhood 


schools (Ballardvale, Stowe, John 
Dove, Abbott Village and Punchard) 
combined to form Punchard High 
that organized athletics truly ar- 
rived. 

The average graduating class in 
those days ranged somewhere be- 
tween 25 and 150 students, and it ap- 
pears football and baseball were the 
only school sports available at the 
turn of the century. 

Physical education became com- 
pulsory for girls in 1909, and by the 
1920s there were competitive female 
basketball teams at Punchard. 

The first full-fledged star athlete 
at Punchard seems to have been 
Frank Petty, who was a four-year 
standout end in football and a second 
baseman in baseball between 1908 
and 1912. He also captained both 
sports. 

Since then many have followed 
Petty’s lead. 

Football 

Pop Lovely, for whom the current 
Andover High football stadium is 
named, directed the Punchard grid 
fortunes from 1911 to 1941. 

Fred Reil, Anton Kishon and Don- 
ald Dunn took the team through the 
war years, and modern era football 
coaches include Walt Roberts (1947- 
51), Ed Doherty (1952), Bob Mcin- 
tyre (1953-’58) and the incumbent, 
Dick Collins (1959-88). 

Lovely, the acknowledged dean of 
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enjoyable part of Andover life 


Andover coaches, handled both the 
football and baseball teams for 30 
years before resigning to become 
principal at Punchard. 

His teams in both sports won 70 
percent of their games, and he was 
enshrined in both the Massachusetts 
Football Coaches (1965) and Pun- 
chard-Andover (1978) Athletic halls 
of fame. 

Just prior to Lovely’s arrival, in 
1909, Petty and a young running 
back named Ed Mahan sparked 
Punchard to a respectable football 
season. 

Lovely broke in with a bang, .as 
his 1911 team went undefeated be- 
hind the triple-threat talents of J. 
Everett Collins (1909-’13), for whom 
the high school’s performing arts 
center is named. 

Collins played four years of foot- 
ball and baseball at Punchard, was 
the baseball captain in 1913, and 
went on to play semi-pro football 
and basketball during World War I. 

Collins was also an original mem- 
ber of the Andover Boosters Club. 

Lester Towne (1907-’11) captained 
that unbeaten 1911 squad before 
moving on to star on the gridiron at 
Tufts University. 

Other top football players in the 
Lovely era included Harold “Sol” 
Walker (1913-17), Roy Bowman 
(1913-17), Bill Cronin (1914-18), Leo 
Daley (1915-18), Bill Dalton (1916- 


The 


90), Harry Payne (1916-’20), James 
Dyer (1918-22), Paul Dyer (1921- 
94), John Souter (1921-’24), Russell 
Blunt (1922-25), Gordon Coutts 
(1922-25) and Walter Batchelder 
(1925-29). 

Also Howard Walker (1927-’31), 
Raymond ‘Mal’ Lynch (1927-31), 
Harry Gouck (1928-’32), Walter 
“Stretch”? Pearson (1928-32), Drum- 
mond Bissett (1929-’33), Gus Asoian 
(1929-’33), Harold “Mickey” Walker 
Ue oe Gus Connolly (1937- 

Leo Daley played four years of 
football at Harvard University; and 
James Dyer continued his grid ca- 
reer at Villanova. 

Sol Walker went on to star at the 
University of Illinois; Bowman at 
Niagara University; Coutts played 
at Bates; and Howard Walker was 
an All-American halfback-place- 
kicker at Brown University before 
transferring to Catholic University 
and playing in two Orange Bowl 
Games. 


Mal Lynch was captain of Pun- 
chard’s state Class C champion in 
1931, led Massachusetts in scoring 
that year and attended Holy Cross 
on a football scholarship. 

Walter Batchelder went on to 
Bates; Harry Gouck was a standout 
in football and lacrosse at UNH;

Mickey Walker was later a football 
captain at Bates; and Asoian was 
Punchard’s first known eight-letter 
man. 

Pearson and Connolly were both 
promotors of youth football and have 
annual MVP awards handed out in 
their name by the Andover Junior 
Football League. 

Perhaps the best-known football 
star from Andover was Sid Watson 
(1948-’51), who played as a lineman 
in high school before putting togeth- 
er an outstanding football and hock- 
ey career at Northeastern 
University. 

Watson, who was not particularly 
big, was converted to running back 
at NU and became known as ‘‘Cen- 
tury Sid’’ because of his many 100- 
yard rushing games. 

Sid went on to play for the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers four years, leading 
that team in scoring one season, and 
then finished his pro career with the 
Washington Redskins. 

He was an All-Scholastic at Pun- 
chard, a Little All-American choice 
in football at Northeastern and an 
All-New England selection in hockey 
at NU. 

After retirement as a player Wat- 
son went on to a distinguished ca- 
reer as hockey coach and athletic 
director at Bowdoin College in 
Brunswick, Maine. 

Joining Watson as other outstand- 
ing players during the ’40s and ’50s 
were Nicholas Maucieri (1946-50), 
quarterback Charlie ‘‘Fish’’ Dwyer 
(1948-51), Herb Deveaux (1945-49), 


H. James Dolan (1949-’53), Roger 
Barous (1949-53), Paul Whitley 
(1951-’54), Jim Bennett, Burt Damon 
and Larry Lynch. 

Maucieri, who earned 11 letters in 
football, baseball, basketball and 
track, was an All-Scholastic, high 
school All-American and later an 
All-Conference selection at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona. 

Deveaux played at Howard Uni- 
versity; Dolan was a captain and 
All-Yankee Conference choice at the 
University of Massachusetts; Whit- 
ley was All-Yankee Conference at 
the University of Connecticut and 
later coached at Billerica High; Bar- 
ous was an All-Scholastic and UPI 
All-New England at UMass; and 
Jim Bennett was a standout running 
back at Syracuse University. 

In his 28 seasons at the AHS helm, 
during which time the team’s nick- 
name (from Blue Devils to Golden 
Warriors) and league affiliation 
(from Northeastern Conference to 
Merrimack Valley Conference) have 
both changed, Dick Collins has pro- 
duced five league titles (four undis- 
puted, one shared), three Eastern 
Mass. Division 2 Super Bowl qual- 
ifiers, two Division 2 champions 
(1974, ’75), 26 winning seasons and a 
164-90-13 overall record. 


The early Collins years were a bit 
of a struggle, although players like 
current Andover High athletic direc- 
tor Dick Bourdelais and Barry Con- 
nors (1961-63) made things easier. 

Bourdelais (1958-’61) was an All- 
Scholastic end and later a standout 
at UMass, while two-way tackle Con- 
nors went to Parsons College and 
had a pro tryout with the NFL Cleve- 
land Browns.

Proudly serving award winning 
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Dave Bennett (1962-’65) became 
one of the more celebrated AHS 
graduates, the All-Scholastic run- 
ning back going on to set several 
scoring and rushing records at Bos- 
ton College that were subsequently 
broken by the likes of Wilmington’s 
Mike Esposito and Troy Stratford. 

Bennett, who was also a fine pass 
receiver and 1969 winner of the 
O’Melia Award as MVP of the Bos- 
ton College-Holy Cross game, had a 
tryout with the Baltimore Colts of 
the NFL and was on their taxi squad 
for a while. 

He later returned to town to coach 
the Bancroft Dolphins in the Junior 
Football League for several years. 

Between Bennett and the Super 
Bowl years were running back Ken 
Chlebowski, and the first of numer- 
ous great Andover High passer-re- 
ceiver combinations in quarterback 
Scott Seero and split end Bob Farn- 
ham (1970-’73). 

Farnham, the first of three broth- 
ers who were all terrific pass receiv- 
ers, was an All-Scholastic and AHS 
Senior Athlete of the Year in ’73. 

At Brown University, where he 
established several receiving re- 
cords that still stand and others that 
were shattered by brothers Mark 
and Paul, Farnham was All-Ivy 
League twice, All-New England 
twice, All-ECAC once and All-East 
once. 

He was a third team All-Ameri- 
can, recipient of Brown’s Eugene 
Swift Award as the school’s Senior 
Athlete of the Year, was drafted by 
the Cleveland Browns of the NFL 
and was the final cut of the Cincin- 
nati Bengals camp after getting hurt 
during the tryout.

The three Super Bowl years, dur- 
ing which Andover had a 40-game 
undefeated streak (39-0-1) in regular 
season play (6-6 Thanksgiving Day 
tie with Central Catholic), were re- 
plete with outstanding players. 

Among them were receiver Mark 
Farnham (Brown), fullback Dave 
Tallini, quarterbacks Dave Sweets- 
er, Jeff Winters, Mitch Rousseau 
and Bill Alexander, linemen John 
McDonald (UMass), Tom Hender- 
son, John Drivas and Bill Kenny, the 
Fabiani brothers (Steve and John), 
and placekicker Peter Reilly, whose 
educated toe clinched the ’74 over- 
time thriller against Salem. 

Probably most notable of all was 
receiver Glenn Verrette (112 catch- 
es), who became an All-American 
defensive back, O’Melia Award win- 
ner and recent Hall of Fame induct- 
ee at Holy Cross and had a tryout 
with the New York Giants. 

Ironically Verrette was assigned 
to cover Mark Farnham the year af- 
ter the second Bowl triumph when 
both were freshmen varsity starters 
in college, Verrette a DB at Holy 
Cross and Farnham a receiver at 
Brown. 

After being blown away by Catho- 
lic Memorial in the 1973 Bowl Game 
at Boston University, 40-12, Andover 
came back the following two Decem- 
bers to win a last-play 21-20 over- 
time thriller against Salem and a 7-3 
defensive struggle against Plym- 
outh-Carver. 

Collins has coached many other 
championship caliber players, in- 
cluding Gerry Stabile, who later 
starred as a defensive back at Bos- 
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ton College; the Nardone brothers 
(Dave and Mark), who were out- 
standing punters for southern uni- 
versities; Tom Sirois, Tom Duncan, 
Jim DePiano, Gus Duffy, and more 
recently E.J. Perry (Colby), Tim 


Perry (Harvard), John Perry 
(UNH) and Mike Marinaro (BC). 
Basketball 


The hoop game is believed to have 
started at Punchard circa 1936. 

Don Dunn, who was also athletic 
director at the time, was the first 
coach and has been followed by Ken 
McKiniry, Bob Collier, Wil Hixon 
and Tom Ryser. 

Andover has been a certified bas- 
ketball powerhouse almost from the 
word ‘‘go,” the tradition established 
by McKiniry and perpetuated by 
Hixon and Ryser. 

Gus Connolly was one of the ear- 
liest hoop stars at Punchard, along 
with the aforementioned Mickey 
Walker, Herb Deveaux and Nicholas 
Maucieri. 

From 1942 to 1958 McKiniry’s 
Punchard teams went to the Tech 
Tournament (Class C) 11 times, 
going undefeated in 1951, winning a 
couple of championships and playing 
at either M.I.T. or the Boston Gar- 
den almost every year. 

Among the chief tourney rivals at 
the time were Provincetown and 
Newburyport. 

Fish Dwyer was a star on the un- 
beaten ’51 team, as was Sid Watson. 

Other notables at that time in- 
cluded Bill Yancy, Scott Gerrish, 
Charlie McCullom ‘and the Stack 
brothers (Joe and Bill). 
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Hixon was extremely successful 
for the quarter century spanning the 
late 1950s to the mid-’80s. 

In a coaching career that began in 
northern New England (Plymouth, 
N.H.) and spanned approximately 30 
years, the current Andover High 
principal won more than 400 games, 
including close to 300 at AHS. 

His teams were almost perennial 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
champions, and the 1970 squad led 
by his son Dave Hixon, Dick Muller 
and Shawn Mason won the Massa- 
chusetts State Class B title at Boston 
Garden. 

Dave Hixon (1968-71) went on to 
be a fine player and coach in his own 
right at Amherst College. 

He played four years at the west- 
ern Massachusetts college, won the 
school’s Hitchcock Scholarship as its 
Outstanding Male Athlete, coached 
football, track and soccer, and in 
1977, at 24, became the youngest 
head coach of a major college bas- 
ketball team when he took the reins 
at Amherst. 

Dick Muller (1968-’71) earned All- 
segue honors in basketball at 

S. 


Andover has yet to have a basket- 
ball player reach the professional 
ranks, but prior to the title team in 
70 Art Yancy (1962-’65) was a top 
gun, and immediately after that 
Scott White (Rhode Island) and Car- 
nel Cooper (Yale) came through the 
system. 

Over the last decade the stand- 
outs have included Kip Jones (K.C.’s 
son), Ted Kelley (BC), Carmen 
Scarpa (Harvard), Mike White, Bill 
Halton, Mitch Rousseau, A.J. De- 
Fusco and the brothers Perry. 
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Several other Andover hoop tea- 
ms have made their mark in recent 
years. 

One, perhaps the tallest in local 
high school history, led by White, 
Steve Alexander and Scott Smith 
lost a Boston Garden shootout to Ron 
Lee and his Lexington teammates. 

“tt was like watching nine boys 
and a man (Lee) out on the court,“ 
said Hixon at the time. “Ron Lee 
was just too physically powerful for 
our kids.” 

Lee went on to star at Oregon 
State and played in the NBA with 
several teams, including the Phoe- 
nix Suns. Had he not been around 
that season Andover might have 
captured another state title. 


Another ‘“‘man-child’’ named Pat- 
rick Ewing deprived a superb AHS 
squad of the early 1980s of a possible 
state title, his Cambridge Rindge & 
Latin team hanging on for a come- 
from-behind 59-52 victory over an 
Andover squad led by Jones, Kelley, 
Scarpa, White and Bill Foster. 

Andover led heavily-favored 
CR&L virtually throughout that 
game before a standing-room-only 
crowd at the Reading High field 
house, with Ewing becoming so frus- 
trated by the Golden Warriors suffo- 
cating defense that he leveled three 
different players with vicious el- 
bows. 

Jones played a superb all-around 
game despite having bad stomach 
cramps, but Ewing & Co. finally 
came on over the final three minutes 
to win the game and ruin the Cinder- 
ella story. 

Last year Ryser led an over- 
achieving Andover team to the East- 
ern Mass. Division 1 North Tourna- 


ment semifinals, where it bowed to 

nemesis Lowell. John Perry, Mike 

Marinaro, Chris Concemi and John 

Russell were among the standouts. 
Baseball 

Pop Lovely was also among the 
first varsity baseball coaches at 
Andover, and he was followed by 
Fred Reil, Walt Roberts, Dick Pres- 
ton, Bob Collier, Ted Boudreau, 
Fred Polgreen, Bill Vickers and in- 
cumbent Dave Bettencourt. 

Preston, incidentally, was a 
Northeast Airlines pilot who coached 
baseball as a sideline. 

Although Punchard and Andover 
High have always been competitive 
on the diamond, the town’s baseball 
heritage is not quite as rich as its 
football and basketball history. 

The 1988 Golden Warriors team, 
which went 17-7, won the Merrimack 
Valley Conference title and ad- 
vanced to the Eastern Mass. Divi- 
sion 1 North final, may have been 
the strongest in the school’s annals. 

The last time the team won a tour- 
nament game was back in 1964, 
when Polgreen’s crew beat Glouces- 
ter in the first round before losing to 
Chelmsford, and post-season qualifi- 
cations have been few and far be- 
tween before or since. 

Many of Punchard’s early football 
stars doubled as baseball standouts, 
among them Frank Petty, Lester 
Towne, Bill Dalton, Harry Payne, 
Walter Batchelder, Harry Gouck, 
Mickey Walker; Leo Daley, Sol 
Walker, James Dyer, Paul Dyer, 
Gus Asoian, Gus Connolly, Bob Mc- 
Laughlin, Roy Bowman, Bill Cronin, 
John Souter, Stretch Pearson, H.

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eight championships, and Andover 
has been a consistent Eastern Mass. 
Tournament qualifier and one of the 
state’s most highly respected teams 
because of its continuing standard of 
excellence. 

Some of the more notable players 
have been All-Scholastics Dave 
Keene and Steve Carbone, Scott Wil- 
kins, Dave Farrell, Chris Sapuppo, 
Todd Lockwood, Barry Tucker, Bob 
Pothier, Jeff Kennedy, Brian Sheehy 
and Tom and Tony Ciolfi. 

Track 

There have been just three 
coaches in the history of track at 
Andover High: Don Dunn, Bob Mc- 
Intyre and Dick Collins. 

The school’s track successes are 
almost legendary, especially in the 
spring (outdoor) and particularly 
over the past quarter century with 
Collins at the helm. 

Early track standouts included 
Joe Ratyna (1946-’50), an All-Schol- 
astic standout who ran the 100-yard 
dash in 10-flat and long jumped 22 
feet; Herb Deveaux, who was a state 
champ in both the hurdles and relay 
events; and state shot put champion 
Jack Cole (1950-’52), whose top toss 
was 56-50%. 

Dick Collins, a member of the 
Massachusetts Track Coaches Hall 
of Fame and state Coach of the Year 
in 1980, has an incredible 29-year re- 
cord outdoors. 

Andover High teams under his di- 
rection have lost just 20 dual meets 
in 29 years, with a composite record 
of 270-20. 

The Golden Warriors have won 
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six State All-Class titles, the first in 
1966 and the most recent in the 
spring of 1984. 

AHS has won 11 Class 
championships, eight in Class B, two 
in Class C and one in Class D. 

Andover has been the number one 
high school track team in New En- 
gland twice, winning those titles in 
1970 and 1984. 

There have been 26 Andover 
Boosters Meet championships in 29 
years, 19 State Relay crowns, and 16 
Merrimack Valley Conference titles. 

New England individual champs 
from Andover over the years include 
high jumper Mike Corey (6-7) in 
1966, hurdler Van DeBose and triple 
jumper Leon Sharpe (46-2) in 1970, 
high jumper Paul Keefe (6-9) in 1978 
and intermediate hurdler Peter 
Comeau in 1984. 

Two sprint relay teams won back- 
to-back New England titles in the 
early ’70s, the first comprised of 
Dave Hixon, John Wootton, DeBose 
and Sharpe; the second manned by 
Hixon, Wootton, Lauren Banner and 
Archie McLean. 

Missing out by an eyelash on New 

England _ titles, finishing second 
overall, were Collins’ son Rick Col- 
lins in the 220 dash, Paul Farnham 
who owns the AHS triple jump re- 
cord (47 feet), and all-time premiere 
distance runner George Itz (4:17 
mile). 
The Andover High state champs 
in outdoor track are too numerous to 
mention, but a pair that stand out 
are Carnel Cooper and Ian Dowe. 

Cooper, a cross country and bas- 
ketball star and the school’s Out- 
standing Senior Athlete in 1973, won 
the state 220 dash by a full 10 yards.

An ABC student, Cooper was sub- 
sequently unable to compete in the 
New Englands because program of- 
ficials had already made airplane 
reservations for his trip home with- 
out taking the track schedule into 
consideration. 

Dowe’s accomplishment is note- 
worthy because he won two state 
Class B championships in one year, 
placing first in the unusual combina- 
tion of shot put and 100-yard dash. 

Among the other top-grade per- 
formers over the years were Gordon 
Coutts (state dash champ), Dick 
Bourdelais (state high jump champ 
in 1960), John McMahon (440 dash), 
Joe Broderick (two-time state 100 
dash champ), Paul Derby (200-foot 
javelin toss), former UMaine cap- 
tain Al Sherrad (discus), Ray Pizar- 
ro and Ed Hewitt (57-foot shot 
putters), Zack Apgar (long jump), 
Ron Stahley (13-foot pole vaulter), 
Dave Bennett (hurdles) and Mike 
Mooney (hurdles). 

Tom Sirois and Bill Haskell went 
on to become top college performers 
in a non-high school event, the ham- 
mer throw. Sirois was an IC4A 
champ and Haskell an NCAA Divi- 
sion 2-3 All-American at the Univer- 
sity of Lowell. 

‘Andover teams have also won 
several Essex County League and 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
championships indoors, with Dick 
Bourdelais earning state Coach of 
the Year honors in 1977. 

Gymnastics 
Former Athletic Director Donald 
Dunn, for whom the Andover High 
‘asium is named, is generally 
credited with introducing this sport 
at AHS. 
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Dunn also pioneered junior high 
sports and swim programs in town. 

Boys’ gymnastics has been anoth- 
er Andover High strength over the 
years, with the three biggest individ- 
ual success stories being Bob Car- 
gill, Tom Auchterlonie and Dr. 
Joseph Dorsey. 

Cargill (1960-’63), who was also a 
cross country and track standout, 
was state champ on the still rings, in 
floor exercise, on high bar, in vault- 
ing and in the all-around competition 
while at Andover. 


He continued his gymnastics’ ca- . 


reer at Springfield College, where he 
was ECAC high bar champion and 
earned All-American honors. 

Cargill, who was an ECAC pole 
vault champ in track, was invited to 
the 1967 U.S. Olympic gymnastics 
team tryouts. 

Auchterlonie (1960-’63), a contem- 
porary of Cargill’s who also played 
football and ran track, was a state 
side horse (pommel horse) champ at 


At Springfield he was a three-time 
NCAA Eastern Regional champ in 
his specialty and placed third in the 
NCAA finals in 1966 when he also 
earned All-American honors. 

Auchterlonie later coached gym- 
nastics in Mamaroneck, N.Y. 

Dorsey (1960-68), who can still be 
seen jogging around Andover on oc- 
casion, is considered the most suc- 
cessful gymnastics coach in 
Massachusetts schoolboy history. 

The Springfield graduate directed 
Andover to six undefeated dual meet 
seasons and five consecutive state 
championships.

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He also coached Boston State Col- 
lege to a New England Intercolle- 
giate title. 

Tennis 

The Andover boys’ and girls’ var- 
sity tennis teams have dominated 
the Merrimack Valley Conference in 
recent years. 

The boys have won two straight 
Eastern Mass. Division 2 North 
team championships, have reached 
the state Division 2 final twice in a 
row (losing to Sharon both years), 
have won or shared three straight 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
crowns and four in the last six years, 
have lost only four league matches 
the past four years and are 71-6 over- 
all since 1985. 

Current coach Mike Wartman is 
continuing the successful tradition 
established by former coach Ken- 
Jung Lee. 

Jeff Hechemy, who will be a se- 
nior next fall, and Jeff Chiang are 
two of the more recent AHS boys’ 
tennis sensations. 

The girls, presently led by former 
star player Laura Goodman, and be- 
fore that by Karen Kennedy, have 
an even more impressive resume. 

Andover has won eight MVC titles 
since 1975, including a current string 
of five straight, and in the past five 
years the overall record is a daz- 
zling 87-5. 

The AHS girls’ deep-rooted tennis 
success goes back to Virgina Tribou 
(1953-’78). 

She was a basketball and track 
MVP while a student athlete at And- 
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school. 

.Tribou’s tennis teams won an in- 
credible 70 consecutive matches and 
seven MVC titles. She retired with 
an eye-popping 84-2 overall record. 

Nancy Anderson (1970-’73) is gen- 
erally considered the top girls’ ten- 
nis player ever at Andover. 

A basketball and field hockey star 
as well, she was the team MVP and 
a Conference All-Star for two years. 

Anderson matriculated at Stan- 


ford University in California and ; 


was the first female tennis player at 


the school to play varsity all four @aaam 


years.

Frances Collins (1936-’55) is con- & 


sidered the ‘‘mother”’ of girls athlet- % me 


ics in Andover, establishing the first aaa 


organized physical education pro- 
gram and coaching field hockey, 
soccer, volleyball, softball, basket- 
ball, track and cheerleading at one 
time or another. 

She is also the founder of the And- 
over High Service Club. 

Basketball was the only sport of- 
fered girls at Punchard prior to the 
mid-1930s, and the first female hoop 
standout was Bessie Downs Boda 
(1916-19). 

There are several female sports 
standouts enshrined in the Pun- 
chard-Andover Hall of Fame, includ- 
ing the previously-noted Virginia 
Tribou, Nancy Anderson and 
Frances Collins. 

Others are Grace Parker Nicoll 
(1924-’28), Helen Beer Vanier (1933- 
37), Dorothy Babb Guild (1934-’38), 
Judith B. Hall (1951-’55), Barbara 
Brookover (1952-’56), Jane Gillan

Nicoll was a four-year basketball 
standout; Vanier a basketball cap- 
tain, cheerleader and top player in 
field hockey and soccer; Guild a star 
in basketball and field hockey; Broo- 
kover a three-year hoopster; and 
Vaccaro a top-notch field hockey, 
basketball and softball performer. 

Judith B. Hall played volleyball, 
basketball and softball at Andover 
High. She graduated from Sargent 
College, coached gymnastics at Illi- 
nois State and was a member of the 
U.S. Collegiate Sports Council for 
Gymnastics. 


Evelyn Parker graduated from 
Keene State College in New Hamp- 
shire, where she lettered in basket- 
ball, field hockey and tennis. 


She came to Andover as a physi- 
cal education teacher and coached 
basketball for five years, her teams 
winning several Girls’ Suburban 
League titles. 


Among the standout individual 
athletes over the past decade are 
Heather Thomson (basketball- 
softball), Beth Sullivan (basketball) 
and Torrie Fitzpatrick (soccer).

the page. The TOWNSMAN reported 
in its story, ‘‘Hushed, Reverent 
Town Mourns President’s Death,” 
that ‘‘only the tolling of the Phillips 
Academy bell...broke an almost 
unbelievable silence.” 

Church services were held over 
the weekend, and local businesses 
and schools were closed. Events like 
the Firemen’s Ball and the Andover- 
Methuen football game were 
postponed. 

‘Now the knowledge of that 
dreadful assassination has 
penetrated deep into our minds and 
hearts—and with it a deeper sense of 
loss for this man who, as President 
of the United States, was murdered 
so cruelly, so needlessly,’ read the 
caption beneath Kennedy’s 
photograph. 

Andover mourned the deaths of 
McKinley and Kennedy; but, in the 
four wars the U.S. has entered since 
1887, Andover, along with the rest of 
the country, mourned itself. 

Several Andover men _ were 
wounded in the Spanish-American 
War, sparked Feb. 15, 1898, when the 
battleship Maine blew up in the 
Havana Harbor. McKinley’s vice 
president, Theodore Roosevelt, 
called him a ‘‘white-livered cur’’ for 
not doing it sooner, but the president 
declared war against Spain April 11. 
U.S. troops were sent to help Cuba 
gain independence from Spain. 

Cadet Charles Boone of Andover 
was said to have directed the first 
attack against a Spanish fort by the 
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United States from aboard the 
flagship New York. 

By April 28, Andover residents 
Raymond L. Buchan, George M. 
Henderson and John Henderson had 
joined Company L, Ninth Regiment. 
Friends, neighbors and townsmen, 
as their descendants did during later 
wars, gathered at the train station to 
give the young soldiers ‘‘a glorious 
send off.” 

“As we go this morning,’ The 
TOWNSMAN quoted one of the men 
as saying, ‘‘so, I hope, we may all 
return.” 

With the Civil War only about 35 
years before, the comparisons were 
inevitable. ‘“There are few of us who 
do not look back upon those days 
with seriousness and do not fail to 
remember the peril of the country at 
that time, a peril which threatened 
destruction to both the north and 
south,’ Dr. Cecil F.P. Bancroft, 
Phillips Academy headmaster, was 
quoted as saying. ‘‘Encumbered as 
we are with political differences as 
to the justness of the present war, it 
is not right that the trained veteran, 
who can endure _hardships...be 
replaced by the untrained, 
uneducated or the unseasoned 
novice.”’ Bancroft encouraged his 
students to support the government. 

Area residents donated clothing 
and cash to the war effort. Charles 
Barney Gould was the only Andover 
man to take part in the most famous 
battle of the war, the battle of San 
Juan Hill. 

John Lewis, head of the town’s 
Veterans Services, says he does not 
know of any Andover deaths in the 
Spanish-American War. 

When the war ended, in February,

1899, Unitarian Rev. George M. 
Young delivered a sermon on its 
aftermath. “The zeal for increased 
armaments—for multiplying army 
and naval forces is one to which we 
should cry halt,” Young said. 
‘“‘America stands for the 
imperialism of ideas, for science, for 
education, for public spirit... You 
may glorify Dewey’s fleet at Manila, 
and Sampson’s at Santiago, but the 
glorious lesson of the war is that 
victory came not by superior 
armaments but from the superiority 
of the men handling the brute 
forces... 

“T plead that American blood be 
no longer shed, that American 
treasure be no longer sacrificed any 
further than is needed to justify our 
high sounding claim on beginning 
the war.” 

Young probably didn’t imagine 
that only 18 years later, the country 
would again be thrown into war. 
Twenty Andover residents died in 
ne war to end all wars—World War 


WWI burst into The TOWNSMAN 
with a 30-point all-capital headline 
“RLEVENTH-HOUR EFFORT 
FAILS.” ‘Decision of Government 
to Enter Great Conflict Seems Very 
Near,” a subhead reported. 

John N. Cole, founder of The 
TOWNSMAN, chaired the 
Committee of Safety, formed in the 
advent of Woodrow Wilson’s 
proclamation of war. The committee 
met for the first time April 6, 1917. 
On April 15, a mass meeting was 
held in Town Hall, and area 
educators talked about war 
preparation. 

The next day, volunteers were 
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asked to sign up and take part in 
drills held at Phillips Academy. 
Sixty-six townspeople responded. 

The Andover Company was 
organized as Company 114 of the 
16th Regiment, and later as 
Company H, Second Battalion, of the 
same unit. 

The first death of an Andover 
soldier was that of Charles A. 
Young, wounded on Aug. 18, 1918. He 
died of blood poisoning. 

According to a memorial book 
The TOWNSMAN published on 
Andover’s 300th anniversary, the 
town was ready to help the war 
effort. “‘The Committee on Food 
Production and Conservation and 
the Liberty Loan committee were 
activated to fulfill the war demands 
for food and money. An active Red 
Cross chapter raised funds, made 
surgical dressings and _ knitted 
garments. A comfort committee was 
organized to serve the men in the 
Armed Forces.’ 

The TOWNSMAN printed an 
honor roll of Andover soldiers 
regularly, along with a coupon 
people could send in to recognize 
their family members and friend 
serving overseas. 

Cole’s being head of the Public 
Safety Committee probably made 
The TOWNSMAN more directly 
involved with war news than it 
would have been otherwise. 

Although the United States was 
reluctant to get involved, The 
TOWNSMAN applauded Congress’ 
decision to delare war on Germany. 
“The declaration of war has been 
long in coming, and is brought forth

D-Day came on a summer day, 
when, according to The 
TOWNSMAN, ‘“‘it looked as if, on the 
surface, nothing was happening in 
the world any more than was 
happening every other day.

The death of the textile mills in 
Andover would not come for several 
more decades. Appropriately 
enough, it was a business decision in 
the 1950s that eventually headed the 
mills south.

ing bylaws to control building and 
preserve land. Those bylaws, added 
to and revised over the years, are 
now the subject of further examina- 
tion and revision during the next 
year when controls will be imple- 
mented on such things as satellite 
dishes, something nonexistent in the 
initial adoption in the 1930s. 


Throughout the century there is 
the consistent evidence that And- 
over’s legacy is to respond to imme- 
diate problems and needs and plan 
wisely to avoid future difficulties. 

It is a legacy which bodes well for 
Andover and its future.

TOWNSMAN “‘can do a better job,” 
he wrote. “It can make Andover a 
better town. It can do a great deal, 
but it must have support.” 

Grover sold it to Josiah K. Lilly, 
Ili. Grover stayed on for a few 
months as editor and was succeeded 
by Frank Humphrey. The new man- 
agement made The TOWNSMAN 
look the way it did before. 

The paper changed hands again in 
1949 when Irving E. Rogers, Sr. 
bought it. ““He was a great guy,’’ De- 
Ruisseau said of Rogers, who died in 
1983. DeRuisseau was The TOWNS- 
MAN’s_ business/advertising man- 
ager. ‘‘He gave me a job, and he let 
me do it.”’ 

Rogers’ son, Irving Jr., took over 
in 1982 and owns it today. The Rog- 
ers family, which also publishes The 
Lawrence Eiagle-Tribune, has owned 
The TOWNSMAN longer than any of 
its previous publishers, including 
founder John N. Cole. 

Under the Rogers’ leadership, the 
paper has had three editors: David 
Young, Marcelle Farrington and 
current editor Robert E. Finneran. 
It has moved seven times, at one 
point landing back at Main and 
Chestnut streets, where it was at the 
turn of the century. And The 
TOWNSMAN entered a new era 
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when it adopted offset printing in the 
early ’50s. 

This year, the paper has slowly 
been undergoing a redesign to keep 
it up-to-date in looks. 

It’s changed a lot since the eight- 
page experiment John Cole tried al- 
most 101 years ago. In some ways, 
though, it’s still the same. It is still, 
as Cole himself wrote on The 
TOWNSMAN’s silver wedding, in 
1912, ‘‘the sole aim and purpose of 
the publishers of The TOWNSMAN 
to make it of service to the entire 
community.” 

We think he would have been 
proud.
